Senator Says Mr. Roosevelt Has Not 
Kept Faith with Congress in Inter- 
pretation of Spooner Law.

gress in the recent interpretation of the 
Spooner law were made on the floor of the 
. Benate to-day. Senator Morgan of Alabama 
began a speech, which will be continued 
to-morrow, in which he made the expected 
attack on the Administration's course. 
Mr. Hale, in the afternoon, presented the 
list of Senate-committees as adopted by 
the caucuses of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic Sendtors. On the motion to adopt 
the report Mr. Morgan took the floor and 
addressed himself to the Isthmian Canal 
question. He said he did not regret his 


retirement as Chairman of the Committee | 


on Intersceantic Canals. 

Mr. Morgan disclaimed partisanship in the 
conguct of*the affairs of that committee, 
and declared that he had not, and would 
not, reverse his position on the canal ques- 
tion at the instance of any party caucus. 
Me diseussed at some length the attitude of 
the President in the matter of the selection 
of a route for the proposed canal, and in 
deing so accused Mr. Roosevelt of using 
his official positicn to advance his»personal 
views. One man in the Presidential office 
taight be able, the Senator said, to crush all 
Opposition, but it remained to be- seen 
whether he could crush the statutes of 
Congress. He referred te the Spooner act, 
and said no one could mullify it. The rev- 
olution in Panama. he said, was a Caesarian 
operation which took Panama alive from 
the womb of Colombia. 

Mr. Morgan charged that the Presiden 
had made the canal question a party ques- 
tion, and added: 

“I think that the President’s appeal to 
party discipline to force his opinions on 
the country and his measures of aggres- 
sion on foreign countries, in addition to his 
power as Commander in Chief of the army 
and navy, which he uses with a dreadful 

, latitude.of construction, is so strong a proof 
of heart failure in the present wild mo- 
ments that I am encouraged “to hope that 
Were are still some barriers that we may 
rely. upon to protect thé peace and save 
the commerce of the country. I regret that 
party discipline is to be used as a domestic 
police force to protect ‘the transit’ in 
Panama and to guard the interests of the 
new canal company. That we will get a 
canal if one can be built in Panama I have 
no doubt, for the President has said so. 
Yet this result is not nearly so certain or 
s0 safe as if he should obey the Spooner 
law.” 

Mr Morgan said that he had only con- 
sented to'.the enactment of the Spooner 
bill because’ of his confidence in the good 
faith of the President in enforcing the law, 
and maw..that the President had fidt seen 
fit to keep that faith it remained to be seen 
whether the Senate would support him in 
that position. The President had completed 
his campaign against the Spooner acf by 
having Mr. Hay sign a treaty with “ some- 
body from Panama ’’ who d no authority 
except that conveyed in a” cablegram from 
a junta at Panama. 

The Senator read’the correspondence bear- 
ing upon the revolution to show, as he sald, 
“that the President had known of the 
uprising on the Isthmus before it began, 
and hai stood ready with armed ships to 
protect those engaged in it.” 

The pretense in Assistant Secretary 
Loomis’s dispatch that it was this country’s 
desire to maintain peace was, Mr. Morgan 
declared, the grimmest piece of irony that 
had ever graced diplomatic annals. 

Mr. Morgan expressed the hope that Mr. 
May had been asleep when some of the 
messages of his subordinates had been fly- 
ing over the wire. “‘ As for the President,” 
he said. “he never sleeps on his post of 
ditty or desire, althcugh he sometimes 
closes his eyes to what is going on about 
him.” 

Mr. Morgan contended that Colombia had 


a perfect right to suppress an uprising of 
the Isthmians. and declared that the United 
States had failed utterly to observe its 
treaty obligations in pursuing the course 
it had taken. Indeed, he said this country’s 
course thére had been such that it would 
“bring down the censure of future gener- 
ations wpon us,”’ and he predicted that the 
immediate result would be disastrous 
cause the loss of both men and treasure. 
The consequences would be such that the 
President would have no time for @reams 
of diplomatic triumphs.

M. Delcasse Reads a Dispatch Guar- 
anteeing the Continuance of the 
Rights Granted by Colombia. 


PARIS, Nov. 23.—Foreign Minister Del- 
ecassé addressed the Chamber of Deputies 
to-day in reply to questions regarding for- 
eign affairs. He opened with a statement 
with reference to the Panama question, 
saying: 

*I am asked for information concerning 
the action of France. Here is what has 
| been done. Having received notification 
} that Panama had constituted herself an in- 
dependent republic we had only to consider, 


{ once she had fulfilled the necessary condi- 
| tions for the maintenance of order, what 


' 


| guarantees she offered. 

“‘From the French point of view we had 
not been without apprehension for some 
time. It has been said at Bogota for sev- 
eral months that the decision of the Co-. 
| lombian Government prolinging the canal 
concession was open to dispute, and that in 
1904 the concession might be declared to 
+ have lapsed. 

“If this theory had ever been put for- 
ward officially we would not have accept- 
| ed it. It was our strict duty to demand 
| from the Republic of Panama assurance 
that all French interests, including the ca- 
nal concession, be respected. This assur- 
j ance has been given us in decisive form, the 
following being the textual form of the 
promise: 

““*The Republic of Panama solemnly, ex- 
pressly, and definitely pledges itself vigi- 
lantly to protect French interests and to 
maintain and interpret in their widest sense 
the contracts made before Nov. 3, which, 
referring to the Isthmus, follow the trans- 
mission of sovereignty and bind the Repub- 
lic of Panama. All these contracts are 
{ maintained, notably the contract prolonging 
the concession until 1910.’ 

‘Under these conditions we had only to 
follow the example set by the United States 
and permit our agents to enter into rela- 
tions with all the agents of the new re- 
public.”’ 

The declaration of the Foreign Minister 
was received with applause.

hour yesterday afternoon, while a crowd of 
more than a thousand persons stood about 
the edge of the big hole and shouted and 
threw stones promiscuously at the contest- 
ants until the arrival of the police reserves. 

Two men were more or less seriously in- 
jured during the riot, and a score of others 
| received bruises. Broadway became blocked 
with excited spectators, and street-car traf-

Pennaylwanian Lessees to be Paid on 
Smaller Sizes,

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Novy. 23.—Judge 
Halsey decided to-day in the case of the 
heirs of ex-Gov.

TO SEE The PRESIDENT 


Mr. Roosevelt Anxious Over 
New York Situation. 








MR. ODELL STARTS AT ONCE 





Hurried Call Follows Long Conference 
Between Senator Platt, Mr. Dunn, 
and Chief Executive at 
White House.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—Political con- 
ditions in New York are under review gt 
the White House in a series of conferences 
between the President and New York Re- 
publican leaders. Senator Platt and State 
Chairman Dunn had a conference with Mr. 
Roosevelt to-day, in we course of which 
word was sent to Gov. Odell that the Presi- 
dent desired to see him. He will be here 
to-morrow. 

Mr. Platt left the Senate Chamber about 
1 o'clock and went to the White House, 
where Mr. Dunn had already arrived. The 
conference was continued during luncheon, 
and the two New Yorkers did ‘not leave 
the White House until nearly 3:30. It 
cannot be learned whether or not they 
will be present at the conference between 
the President and the Governor to-morrow. 

The object of the conferences is not yet 
definitely known, but it is understood that 
they have to do with the newspaper articles 
published in New York in the last two 
days, indicating the existence of a mover 
ment to defeat Mr. Roosevelt for the Presi- 
cential nomination. 

It is strongly doubted whether Mr. Hanna 
really intends to personally contest for the 
nomination, but there is some belief that 
he may desire to make a diversion by which 
a third candidate may be introduced into 
the field. 

That Mr, Platt could by any possibility be 
induced to lend himself to a fight againsz 
the President is not credited here, but Gov. 
Odell’s attitude is the subject of some un- 
easiness, The belief, existing in some quar- 
ters, that the President has not been in ac- 
cord with Mr. Platt persists in the face of 
the facts. No President has been so com- 
plaisant toward Mr. Platt as has Mr. 
Roosevelt, with the single exception of Mr. 
McKinley. 

Gov. Odell has been stirred to protest by 
the President's marked preference for Mr. 
Platt. Last Winter the Governor came 
here in person and worked with the Presi- 
dent for four hours, trying to get him to 
appoint Mr. Odell's candidate, A. W. Wor- 
den, to the. Shipping Commissionership. 
Despite all Mr. Odell's efforts the President 
appointed Mr. Platt’s man, Harry A. Han- 
bury. That was the finishing. stroke, and 
since then Mr. Odell has, it is understood, 
asked the President for no favors. 

The President also appointed State Sena- 
tor McClelland to the Board of Appraisers, 
an appointment which, whether or not M¥. 
Piatt asked for it, has been of the greatest 
possible service to him. It has enabled him 


to urea the ‘power @f the “insurgent” 
Senators at Albany, who dead-locked the 
Legislature against him last Winter,.. by 


putting 2 Platt Republican in McClelland's 
place. 

Similarly the President appointed Repre- 
sentative Ray w a Federal Judgeship, 
despite the utmost endeavors of Represen- 
tative Sherman and other leaders, who 
have not had Mr. Platt's favor. 

Mr. Platt has never had a quarrel with 
the President and has no conceivable rea- 
son to oppose him. But no one here.is in a 
position to speak confidently of Gov. 
Odell's attitude, except Mr. Platt himself. 
Mr. Platt is reported to have said to-day 
that he had a talk with the Governor on 
Saturday and that Mr, Odell then told hint 
that he was in favor of Mr. Roosevelt's 
nomination. 

If Mr. Platt told the President this to- 
day the President may have sent for the 
Governor to thank him for his promise of 
support. 

Cynical persons among the _ politicians 
here suggest that Mr. Platt told the Presi- 
dent something else and that furnished the 
President with an even stronger reason for 
sending for Mr. Odell. 

Mr. Platt repeated to-day his declaration 
that he was still for Roosevelt, and added 
that New York was overwhelmingly for 
him. He is said to have given it as his 
opinion that the Roosevelt boom was a 
cyclone that had swept the country and 
that Senator Hanna was too wise to stand 
up against such a storm. The Republican 
Party, he is reported to have said, would 
be a unit on the question, and Mr. Hanna 
realized the fact. 


Goy. Odell arrived at the Grand Central 
Station at 8 o'clock last night on his way 
from Albany to Washington. He drove 
from the station direct to the Metropolitan 
Club for dinner, and announced that he 
would take the midnight train for the cap- 
ital. Gov. Odell, when questioned as to the 
reasons for his almost secret departure 
from Albany, gave for the most part eva- 
sive replies but he admitted that his flying 
visit to Washington was in response to a 
telegram from President Roosevelt asking 
him to come, 

“T received the telegram from the Presi- 
dent yesterday asking my presence in 
Washington. [I will meet him in Washing- 
ton to-morrow and will return on Wednes- 
day.”’ 

‘What is the reason for the President 
desiring your presence at this time?” was 
asked. 

‘“*T don’t care to say anything about that 
now,” replied the Governor with a smile. 

‘Has your visit anything to do with the 
holding up of the confirmation of Gen. 
Wood in the Senate committeg by Senator 
Hanna?” 

‘**T have nothing to do with Gen. Wood's 
appointment.” 

“You have read the report of an alleged 
understanding between Senator Hanna and 
Senator Platt regarding the possible Pres- 
idential candidacy of the former. Will 
your conference with the President deal 
with the matter?”’ 

‘Yes; I have heard about all. that: but 
I don’t care to say what the nature of my 
visit will be. I am sorry to say that I 
can give no information whatever about it 
at present.”’ 

And the Governor hurried into a cab and 
was driven up town.

PLAINFIELD’S QUEER PROBLEM. 


Complications Over Cemetery Rights 
Brought About by Defect in New 
Jersey School Law. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Nov. 23.—Gloomy 
jesting is rife in this city over the fact that 
fully ‘200 Seventh Day Baptists are occupy- 
ing graves in the Hillside Cemetery free of 
all cost in rent or money paid for a title. 

Plainfield has been growing rapidly, and 
there is a serious congestion in the schools, 
so the Board of Education last Spring de- 
cided to build a new High School, trans- 
forming the present one into a grammar 
school. The site selected was the old 
graveyard of the Seventh Day Baptists, a 
plot of ground 275 by 350 feet, in West Ninth 
Street, opposite the park. The School Board 
secured an appropriation of $125,000, and en- 
gaged Herbert D. Hale of 15 Exchange 
Street, Boston, son ‘of Edward Everett 
Hale, and a specialist in school buildings, 
as architect of a building that should be a 
credit to the town. Negotiations with the 
Seventh Day Baptist Society resulted in a 
contract, on which a small binding fee was 
paid, that they should remove the bodies 
of their dead and give the board a clear 
title when they were to receive their price. 
The Seventh Day Baptists made their own 
private terms with the Hillside Cemetery. 
All was going well, when, as the bonds were 
being printed, the New Jersey State school 
law, known as the McKee law, was de- 
clared unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court, on the_ground that it gave special 
rights to certain towns, Long Branch and 
Morristown being named. The Legis- 
lature then met and passed a new school 
law with the unconstitutional features elim- 
inated. At the same time there was a 
special act passed validating all that had 
been done under the old-law, but notwith- 
standing this the situation required a rep- 
etition of the former process of repassing 
the appropriation, which will undoubtedly 
be done at a very early date.

OPERA SEASON OPENS 


WITH GREAT ECLT 





Immense Audience Applauds 
Performance of “ Rigoletto.” 


SOCIETY OUT IN FULL FORCE 


Resplendent in new decorations, under a 
new manager, with every promise of a pub- . 
lic support such as has never before been 
given to opera in New York, the Metro- 
politan Opera House was reopened last 
evening in a blaze of glory, so far as glory 
¢eould inhere in a performance of “ Rigo- 
letto.” The occasion was an auspicious _ 
one, brilliant jn every way that wealth 
and love of luxury and of the outward 
glitter of artistic things can create brill- 
laney. 

So far as eye could see’ or ear hear, 
there was promise of success. for the 
operatic season that was ushered in by last 
evening's performance of “ Rigoletto.’’ 
What questions the inward voice of ex- 
perience and of prophecy may have sug-' 
gested were @rowned in the universal ac- 
claim, The house was filled with an enor- 
mous audience, lovers of music and devo- 
tees of fashion, not only seats but stand- 
ing places being entirely filled. 

Old habitués of the house admired the new 
decorations that have transformed the in- 
terior and that make it a-place of testg\ and 
dignified appearance. The dull gold and its 
touches of deep red and the red of the 
boxes make a glowing setting for the au- 
dience, and the proscenium arch, with a 
design that shows the brain and skill of an 
artist, instead of the fretted and meaning- 
less filigree that has adorned it in recent 
years, affords a frame for the picture on 
the stage that increases and harmonizes 
with its brilliancy. 








The edge of the “stage has receded 
many feet, and no longer will singers 
troop across it in front of the cur- 
tain. Instead, the curtain, which is parted 


in the middle and drawn back on each side, 
permits them to emerge before the propmt- 
er’s box—which has also experienced the 
touch of an artist—to bow their acknowl- 
edgments. 

A’ still further change was evident in 
the placing of the orchestra, which 
was sunk out of sight. The effect of this 
upon the musical results is, of course, des- 
tined to be far-reaching, but so far as it 
concerned the performance last evening it 
was of small importance, except that it 
relieved the spectators from the disturb- 
ing sight of the conductor's and the mu- 
Sicians’ labors. The orchestra is an entire- 
ly subsidiary affair in “ Rigoletto.”’ 

_A SUPERB PERFORMANCE. 

Whether or not there is any significance 
to be put upon the opening of the season 
with a work that has been so far out- 
grown by. the public taste as “ Rigoletto ” 
is not now to be determined. The opera 
did not greatly matter. Its performance 
was in every way superb. It signalized the 
first appearance of one of the most im- 
portant of Mr. Conried’s new artists, ofie 
upon whom much will depend during the 
coming season—Enrico Caruso, who took 
the part of the Duke. He made a highly 
favorable impression, and he went far to 
substantiate the reputation that had pre- 
ceded him to this country. He is an Italian 
in all his fibre, and his singing and acting 
are chtracteristic of what Italy now affords 
In those arts. His voice is purely a tenor 
in its quality, of high range, and of large 
power, but inclined to take on the “* white” 
quality in its upper ranges when he lets 
it forth. In mezzo voce it has expressive- 
ness and flexibility, and when so used its 
beauty is most apparent. Mr. Caruso ap- 
peared last evening capable of intelligence 
and of passion in both his singing and his 
acting, and gave reason to believe in his 
value as an acquisition to the company. 

The other chief members of the cast were 
those that have appeared in last season's 
per*orm.ances of the opera. Mme. Sembrich 
was the Gilda, and her incomparable yo- 
calism, her brilliant impersonation, that 
filled even that operatic lay figure with 
life and human interest, were, notwith- 
standing the interest aroused by the new- 
comer, the central point of the perform- 
auce, The sinister power and tragic in- 
tensity of Mr. Scotti's Rigoletto are fa- 
miliar to this public. Some of his unfortu- 
nate tendencies in the matter of tone pro- 
duction are as much in evidence as ever 
and there were moments last evening when 
his voice was not absolutely in tune. But 
he conveys the accents of tragedy through 
it, and his impersonation was a remarka- 
bly finished and impressive piece of work. 
Mr. Journet was the Sparafucile, and Mme. 
Louise Homer the Maddalena. Mme. Bauere 
meister returned after her absence appa- 
rently unassailed by the tooth of time in 
the interval. 

The new conductor, Mr. Arturo Vigna, di- 
rected the performance, unseen, but clearly 
holding a firm hand upon it. It was indeed 
in. most respects an admirable and a brill- 
iartt one. There were evidences of the new 
régime in the lighting effects, which were 
managed with intelligence; and the new 
Stage setting in the second act was a good, 
though it must be confessed not a remark- 
able specimen of scenic art. The audience 
was most friendly in its greeting of the 
artists, but much more enthusiastic scenes 
have been enacted in the past in the Opera 
House. It should not be torgotten that the 
opera was _“ Rigoletto”! Even Mr. Caru- 
so’s “‘La Donna @ Mobile” was not de- 


manded more times than is usual from 
tenors of much smaller repute. 


THE NEW REGIME. 

It was the beginning of its twenty-first 
year upon which the Opera House opened 
its doors last evening, and of its ninéteenth 
season—there having been two seasons of 
idleness. Mr, Conried’s management is the 
fifth that has been called to the adminis- 


tration of its affairs. Mr. Henry, E: Abbey 
met his famous disaster there in the season 
that began on Oct. 22. 1883, when the house 
was opened for the first time. Then came 
the great régime of German opera, that did 
a service to musical art in this’ country 
never to be meastred, between the years 
1884 and 1891. Then Mr, Abbey, having re- 
considered his forswearing of opera, came 
back at the head of a firm that were to 
establish the precedent of financial success 
in operatic management, and when he died 
Abbey, Schoeffel & Grau were succeeded 
by the shrewd satzegvensus whose correct 
measure of the public taste and skill in 
meeting. the demand that he had partly 
created resulted in a steadily increasing 
prosperity and in some of the most memor- 
able achievements that have ever rejoiced 
this public. 

And so Mr. Conried comes to inheritf a 
tradition of success in some things, a high 
standard in a few, and as one ealled to 
correct neglect, abuse, and unintelligence 
in others. He certainly enters. upon his 
career as_an operatic manager with all the 
stars in their courses working tn his favor. 
Few managers have had their hands upheld 
as he by public faver and private munifi- 
cence Whether he shall be the leader that 
he hopes to be into an operatic promised 
lanes the next sixteen weeks will deter- 
mine.

CARRIAGE CRUSH AT OPERA. 


Deputy Commissioner Piper on Hand 
But Did Not Inaugurate His 
New Traffic Plan. 


Not,but once a year does Broadway pre- 
sent exactly the same appearance as it did 
last night, the opening night of the grand 
opera season. For two or three blocks the 
wide street was packed with vehicles, both 
horse-drawn and horseless, ever moving 
and shifting from one position to another. 

Cursing cabmen yelled invectives at be- 
lated teamsters, motormen stood at their 
posts in surly silence waiting for the mass 
to open and let their cars through, flunkeys 
scurried to and from arownd the doors of 
the Opera House, and, to make the picture 
complete in its confusion, dozens of blue- 
coats twisted in and out of the shapeless, 
intricate tangle of vehicles, and gave di- 
rectipns in commanding tones. Though 
there was no more confusion than in former 
years, it was an hour after the perform- 
ance before the last operagoer was whirled 
away from the side entrance in his carriage. 

Deputy Police Commissioner Piper was on 
hand early, overseeing things and giving 
suggestions to policemen, and the few peo- 
ple who recognized him and had heard of 
his efforts in the line of traffic regulation 
since his trip abroad expected to see, when 
the performance of ‘* Rigoletto"’ was over, 
a new system of traffic in effect. But

Wednesday he is going to make the first

The regular court squad of police- 
men were assigned to the Opera House last 
night, in addition to those who were already 
stationed there, and they were able to keep 
the carriages and cabs in fairly good order.

A teamster, driving 
a heavy red truck, somehow got in. the 
middle of the glistening carriages, and there 
he had to stay until the opera was over, 
None of the liverymen would move out of 
sight of the cal] iights, and soon some doz- 
en or two of them whiled away the long

STRIKERS’ PLACES FILLED 
Fuller Company Signs Agreement 
with New tronworkers’ Union. 








All Union No. 2 Men Who Quit Work in 
This City Will Quickly Be Re- 
placed, It Is Expected. 


The strike of Local Ne. 2 of Ironworkers 
against the George A. Fuller: Company, 
whieh went into effect yesterday on all the 
Fuller contracts, decided the firm to sever 
all connection with Parks’s old union, After 
waiting to see if the strike went into ef- 
fect President S. P. McConnell of the com- 
pany communicated with members of the 
Tron League about the best wayeof filling 
the places of the strikers with members 
of the new Housesmiths’ Union of New 
York, and was put in touch with Secretary 
P, C. McGuire of the organization, who un- 
dertook to supply all the men required, 

The places of strikers were first filled 
by members of the new union on the build- 
ing at Fourteenth Street and Sixth Ave- 
nue, where the strike started. Men were 
secured for some of the other buildings, 
and by to-night or to-morrow it is expected 
that the places of all the strikers will be 
filled. 

It is the intention of the International 
Committee of the ironworkers to order 
Sympathetic strikes on all the Fuller con- 
tracts outsidegof New York. Their places 
will be filled with other men as fast as 
possible and measures have already been 
taken to that effect. Chairman Crowley of 
the.local Strike Committee estimated yes- 
terday that about 250 men were out on all 
the Fuller contracts here. The firm ad- 
mitted that at least 200 members of Local 
No. 2 went on strike 

President McConnell was seen in his of- 
fice in the Flatiron Building and said that 
the company was through with Local No. 2. 

“This union,” he said, ‘‘ had ordered a 
sympathetic strike on the Rogers Building 
and claimed it was because non-union 
stonecutters were employed. As a matter 
of fact, neither the union stonecutters nor 
union derrickmen would work on the build. 
ing. These new strikes for the first time 
enable us definitely to take the other 
side, and we will fight Local No, 2. We 
stood by the April agreement, which the 
local has seen fit to violate in so pro- 
nounced a way that there is now no agree- 
ment, The Housesmiths’ Union* of New 
York has filled the places of some of the 
strikers and will be easily able to fill the 
places of the rest.” 

President McConnell said he understood 
that the strike would be extended to the 
contracts of the Fuller Company in other 
cities. One of the largest Fuller contracts 
was the Wabash Station, at Pittsburg, 


where nearly 100 ironworkers were em- 
ployed. The company had also work at a 
terminal in 8t. Louis and a contract which 
wes nearly finished in Boston. Not more 
than 500 fronworkers could strike against 
the firm outside of New York, and their 
places would be filled. 

Asked if it was the intention of the com- 
pany to seek admission into the Iron 
League or Employers’ Association, he said: 

“We are liable to do anything now in 
order to oppose Local No, 2." 

Later, according to P. C. McGuire, Sec- 
retary of the Housesmiths’ Union of New 
York, the Fuller Company signed an agree- 
ment with that organization. 

At the headquarters of the strikers in 
Maennerchor Hall no estimate was given 
in regard to the number of men involved 
in the National strike against the Iron 
League ordered by President Buchanan.

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INDICTED FOR PEONAGE. 
Prominent Georgians Charged with 


Forcing Negroes Into Servitude. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Noy, 23.—Indictments 
for peonage were returned to-day in the 
Federal Court against some of the most 
prominent people in the southern part of’ 
the State. The indicted people include a 
member of the Legislature, an ex-Sheriff,. 
and a lawyer. 

They are Edward J. McRee, William 
McRee, and Frank I. McRee of Valdosta; 
William F. Crawley and Thomas J, Mc- 
Clellan ‘of Ware County, and Clayton B. 
McLeod, John A. McLeod, and Lester Will- 
jamson of Montgomery County. 

The indictments are for various offenses 
connected with the alleged sale and return 
of negroes into bondage. 

Sdward McRee is a member of the Geor- 
gia Legislature. With his two brothers he 
operates a crate factory, one of the largest 
enterprises being the Kinderlou Mills. The 
farm land owned and planted by them 
comprises 22,000 acres... They are among 
the most prominent citizens of Valdosta. 

Thomas R. MeCleiland is an ex-Sheriff of 
Ware County and one of the most promi- 
nent citizens of that county, 

William F. Crawley, who is jointly in- 
dicted with him, is a young attorney, a 
graduate of the University of Georgia, and 
a prominent member of the Georgia bar. 

The McLeods and Lester Williamson are 
well-known farmers and manufacturers in 
Montgomery County, their plantations 
being near Zaidee. 

The indictments are divided into three 
classes, the McRees constituting the class 
















































































































which it is charged held the negroes in 
bondage. 

William F. Crawley and Thomas R. Mc- 
Clelland constitute the class which ef- 
fected the seizure, and the McLeods and 
Williainson, the parties who sold the ne- 
groes. 

In the indietments against Clayton B. 


McLeod, John A. McLeod, and Lester Will- 
jamson it is not only charged that the 
men violated the Thirteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, 
but that they put the negroes under the 
lash, maltreated them, and inflicted bodily 
injury, at the same time forcibly and by 
confinement keeping them in slavery.

Judge Lacombe Expresses His Opinion 
of Archaic Method of Preparing 
Criminal Pleadings. 


Judge Lacombe in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday handed down an opin- 
ion dismissing the writ of habeas corpus 
eecured by Lawyer Franklin Bien in behalf 
of Maurice Runkle, the New York mer- 
chant, indicted in Washington, together 
with August W. Machen and A. F. Mc- 
Gregor, charged with conspiracy to de- 
fraud the Government through the sale to 
the Postal Department of leather pouches. 

The claims made by Lawyer Bien were 
identical with those raised and passed upon 
in the George W. Beavers case, the prin- 
cipal one being that where an accused was 
arrested in a district other than that in 
which the indictment was returned he was 
entitled to have the Government produce, 
in the district wherein the arrest was 
made “ evidence of the crime,” required by 
the Federal statutes. The practice has 
been for the Government to produce its 
witnesses from the district wherein the in- 
dictment was found, and subject them to 
the cross-examination of the accused’s 
counsel, . 

In the Beavers case Assistant United 
States Attorney Wise made the novel con- 
tention, which was sustained by Commis- 
sioner Hitchcock, United States District 
Judge Holt, and United States Circuit 
Judge Lacombe, that the certified copy of 
the indictment was the prima facile “ evi- 
dence of the crime" required by statute, 
the fdentity of the accused having first 
been established. 

In dismissing the Runkle writ of habeas 
corpus Judge Lacombe again sustains Mr. 
Wise. He, however, expresses his opinion 
of the existing method of preparing crimi- 
nal pleading in the following sentence: 

“The above averments are set forth at 
great length with a multitude of words 


and conformality to the agchaic methods 
of preparing criminal pleadings which still 
prevail, but nevertheless careful examina- 
tion and analysis show that these aver- 
ments were specifically and positively 
made," 

It was said by the counsel for the ac- 
cused that an appeal would be taken to 
the United States Supreme Court in Wash- 
ington, as they proposed to test the decis- 
ion of the court that the certified copy of 
the indictment was the evidence required 
by law. In no other district of the United 
States, it is claimed by the defense, does 
such a practice prevail.

BOR GREATER CANAL 


Will Assure Himself ‘Work Can Be 
‘Done for $101 ,000,000. 


TO AVOID GRAFT OR SCANDAL 


Pledges New Yorkers at Conference 
That He Will Carry Out Desires 
of the Voters. 


ALBANY, Nov. 23.—Gov. Odell, in a con- 
ference this afternoon with prominent ad- 
vacates of the greater Erie Canal project, 

a@ that before any bonds are issued he 
intended to assure himself that the work 
canbe done within the $101,000,000 esti- 
mate. He further promised to do all in his 
power to carry out the will of the people 
as expressed at the polls at the recent elec- 
tion. 

‘SI do. not propose,” continued the Gov- 
ernor, “‘to have in my administration any 
talk of graft or scandal if it can be pre- 
vented by forethought and preparation.” 

The conference was of an informal char- 
acter. 

The delegation from’ New York City in- 
chided ex-Mayor Charles A.. Schieren.; of. 
Brooklyn, H. B. Hebert, Chairman of the 
Canal Association of Greater New York; 
Secretary Frank S. Gardner, John V. 
Barnes of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
po?tation, A. E. Blackmar of the Produce 
Hixchange, Frank Brainard, John J. D. 
Tremor, W. A. R. Corwyn, and William F. 
MeConnell. 

A*T regard it as of the utmost import- 
ance,’’- said Gov. Odell, “that this work 
should be carried on upon the basis of pre- 
cise information. We don’t want a repeti- 
tion of an incomplete canal’and of charges 
of dishonesty. I shall appoint upon the 
advisory board five engineers of such char- 
acter and efficiency that succeeding admin- 
istrations should find no reasonable cause 
for change.. They will naturally be Repub- 
lican in majority, but I shall make the 
béard as nearly non-partisan as possible.” 

Mr. Hebert was the speaker who drew 
the most positive statements from the 
Governor, and it was in response to him 
that Gov. Odell said: 

‘“ We can, of course, do practically noth- 
fing until the State Board of Canvassers has 
certified the vote upon the canal question. 
After that we propose that, before any 
bonds are issted, bids shall: be received for 
the critical parts of the work, and that 
every possible means. of information shall 
be ¢xhausted in order to assure ourselves 
that; the work can be done within the 
$101,000,000 estimate. 

“Tf it should be found that the cost 
would greatly exceed the estimate I should 
not feel justified in going ahead with the 
work until the enlarged expenditure was 
called to the attention of the Legislature.”’ 

“Tt would be a great disapointment to 
the people of the City of New York, Gover- 
nor, if such a contingency should arise,”’ ex- 
claimed Mr. Schieren. 

“Surely,”’ replied the Governor,.“ but it 
would be worse to give the, people a half- 
finished canal.’ Then he continued: “ For 
myself, I want to say that I never have be- 
liéved -that the cost would exceed the esti- 
mate, since the State Engineer added the 
‘factor of safety’ which raised the total 
to the presént amount, by “providing for 
every. possible contingency, but if the werk 
is going to cost $150,000,000 or $200,000,000 
We want to know it before we actually be- 
gin.. There is no disposition on the part of 
the Staté Engineér or any of the rest of us 
to evade this proposition. We are all 
anxious to carry out in detail the will of 
the people in this matter, but we want no 
mistakes that can b&Avoided agethe rout- 
sét.” : 

,One of the most important statements 
made by the Governor was in connection 
with the matter of the bonds. Mr. Clinton 
had spoken of the pending constitutional 
amendment to extend the life of the bonds 
to fifty years. Gov. Odell at once said he 
did not believe it would be necessary to 
take up the question in that way. 

“I have no enthusiasm,” said he, “for 
the proposition to lay the burden of $101,- 
000,000 bonds and interest upon this State 
for half a century. By passing the provis- 
ion, allowing canal bonds to be met from 
the proceeds of indirect revenue, we can 
pay for the canal as we go along. It is not 
@ serious matter—only about $17.12 per 
thousand.”’

about $5,600,000 a year for eighteen years, 
and in that time would save interest to 
the amount of $55,040,000. As compared 
with the fifty-year proposition, it would 
mean a saving in interest of $150,000,000

COLLAPSES IN COURT. 





Young Woman Accused of Bigamy 
Faints When on Trial in Long Island 
City, and Is Unconscious for 
Two Hours. 


Married to two men within twenty-four 
hours without any intervening divorce is 
the record of a young woman twenty years 
ola, who, up to Oct. 11 last was Miss Mar- 
garet J. Familton of Whitestone, L, L., 
and it led to her being placed on triai 
on a charge of bigamy before County Judge 
Harrison B. Moore, in Long Island City, 
yesterday. The case was rapidly approach- 
ing its conclusion when the proceedings 
were brought to an abrupt end by the sud- 
den collapse of the prisoner. 

She failed to respond to ordinary treat- 
ment and was taken in an ambulance to St. 
John’s Hospital by Dr. Hibbard. Word 
came back that her condition was preca- 
rious, ‘but after two -hours she recovered 
consciousness, and it was then said that 
she might be able to appear again to-day. 
Soon after the prisofler fell her sister, @illie 
Familton, sank unconscious, but she quick- 
Ie revived. 

Both husbands were present. Frederick 
Sugden Kirkman of Flushing testified that 
he had married the young woman on the 
day stated, the ceremony being performed 
by the Rev. Ervin L. Thorpe of the Rose 
Hill Methodist Episcopal Church, in Man- 
hettan, who in court identified the couple. 

Edwin J. Roach, a United States marine 
stationed at Willet’s Point, whose home is 
at Cincinnati, testified that he had been 
married to her the next day by the Rev. 
Francis J. Schneider, a Lutheran Minister, 
at 217 Seventh Avenue, Manhattan. Dr. 
Schneider testified that both parties 
him that they had never been married be- 
fore. 

The girl testified that Kirkman had met 
her by chance in the Long Island Railroad 
ferry house at Long Island City, and had 
drawn a revolver with which he had threat- 
ened to kill her and himself unless she con- 
sented to an immediate marriage. Terri- 
fied by his threats, especjally as he had 
once kicked and beaten her, she accom- 
punied him to the minister and was mar- 
ried. The same evening she told Roach the 
fwl story. Roach promised to help her, and 
the next day told her he had consulted a 
lawyer who had told him that the marriage 
was not binding, as Kirkman was under 
age, and on that assurance she consented 
t» beccme his bride, The same ring was 
used for both ceremonies. 


TWO PASSENGERS INJURED. 


Fog Leads to Collision on the Kings 
County Elevated. 

Two passengers wére slightly injured in 
a rear-end collision of trains in the fog yes- 
terday morning on the Kings County Ele- 
vated Railroad at the Linwood Street sta- 
tion. One train, on its way to City Line, 
had stopped at the station when another 
train came up behind in the fog and ran 
into it. 

One of the cars of the forward train was 
derailed. Thomas Hertzer, seventy-five 
years old, of 999 Blake Avenue, a passenger 
on the first train, was thrown to the floor 
and received a slight scalp wound. An- 
other passenger named Blake, whose ad- 
dress was not learned, was cut on the head. 
Both men went to their homes. Traffic 
on the line was delayed half an hour.

Sheriff Melody Resents Sermon 
Preached by Brooklyn Clergyman. 


Sheriff William E. Melody of Brooklyn 
intimated yesterday that he might bring a 
suit for slander against the Rev. Cortland 
My@ars because of statements made by the 
preacher in his sermon in the Baptist 
Temple on Sunday. Dr. Myers declared 
that a regular business of issuing passes to 
persons wishing to visit Raymond Street 
Jail was being carried on in a saloon op- 
posite the institution. He also asserted 
that some of the men who obtained passes 
in the saloon carried liquor into the jail for 
prisoners. In his sermon Dr. Myers spoke 
of ‘a jail and a criminal saloon keeper 
for its Sheriff.” This remark has aroused 
the wrath of Sheriff Melody. 

“That is a slanderous statement,” he 
said yesterday. ‘‘ I was never in the saloon 
business in my life, and I was never ac- 
cused of being a criminal before. I owe it 
to myself and my family to take some step 
when such an infamous charge is made 
against me, To-day I had a long talk with 
my counsel, Charles H. Hyde. We have 
begun an investigation of this matter.”’ 

John Atkinson, who conducts the saloon 
opposite the jail, denied yesterday that he 
had given out passes in his place. Tho 
Warden, he said, had often done him favors 
by admitting his friends who wished to 
visit the jail. At the jail the charge that

A-Dual Role in Victor Mapes’s 
“Captain Barrington.” 








George .Washington in the Case—A 
Friendly House, but Not a 
Good Play. 





Mr. Richman and the able company @with 
which Messrs. Weber & Fields have fur- 
nished forth his venture into stardom were 
enthusiastically received last night by an 
obviously friendly house; but they could 
not quite conceal the fact that the roman- 
tics of Mr. Victor Mapes’s melodrama of 
the Revolution are for thé’ most part rheu- 
matics, nor dissemble the squeakings of 
the joints. 

The play turns on a Tory plot, allegedly 
historic, to. end the war by capturing 
Washington. The father of his country 
@layed with commendable simplicity and 
dignity by: Joseph Kilgour). appeared ~in 
“the first act, heralded by sugh shoutings 
and orchestral salvos as are usually -re- 
served for the star. 

After spéaking many Jared Sparklets of 
Jobnstonese, he made the momentous an- 
nouncement that he would be back on 
Tuesday at 1:30 for dinner, and marched 
down and out like the King of France with 
‘40,000 men. At the last curtain he came 


_ back (with a lack of tha punctuality he 


So’ praised in his youthful copybook) on 
Tuesday at 1:45, and after him filed a 
squad of redcoats, “who, as ‘they seemed 
atout to capture him, shucked off their 
outer garmenis, displaying the blue and 
buff of the. Continental, much to the dis- 
comfiture of the plotting Tories. Such a 
Washington can scarcely be said to be 
first-in war.. But he was clearly first in 
the .piece at the Manhattan; and judging 
by *he natrictic fervors of the audience, he 
was’ first in the hearts of his ‘dum-duai- 
cum. e . 

Mr. Richman was by turns the Conti- 
nental Dromio Fielding and his redcoat 
brother, Dromio Barrington. It may be 
proélaimed without reserve that he imper- 
sonated ‘the part of his own double to the 
life; and it is to be added that he favored 


the Houdon bust even more than the capa- 
ble Mr. Kilgour... Under the circumstances 
Mr. Richman must be praised for his for- 

nee in not attempting a triple role. As 
things were he had plenty to do. When 
Fielding at the outset got into the British 
lines, the redcoats were strangely obtuse to 
his resemblance to Barrington, let him go in 
the interests of the plot; but ever after- 
ward hé effected hairbreadth escapes by 
virtne of the resemblance thus strangely 
overlooked. Barrington also wormed out of 
tight corners by his resemblance to Field- 
ing, and also got into them in the way of 
love affairs. There seemed no reason why 
such adventures and releases might not 
have been repeated indefinitely. 

Mr. Mapes’s play is frankly theatric and 
frankly melodramatic, which is not at all 
to its discredit, but it can hardly be called 
effectively so. The complications of the 
plot were elaborate to the point of unin- 
telligibility, and the story had a most un- 
craftsmanlike way of losing itself in eddies 
of Intrigue and byways of comic relief.. In 
treating a character such as Washington 
the only safe way is to create interest and 
belief in him as a sight unseen, and then to 
bring him on only at a really dramatic 
crisis, and for the brief dispatch of mo- 
mentous affairs. The Father of his Coun- 
iry making a dinner engagement is only 
less impossible than the F. H. C. with a 
squad of disrobing soldiers as a chorus. 

Jn the third act there was a: rather ef- 
fective conmplication of melodramatic en- 
counters, with .a firelit Colonian room, 
bayonets glancing in the moonlight, a duel 
of pistol and sword, and a fusillade of shots 
fired into the dark: 

Such things are never quite without ef- 
feet. But the character of the emotions, 
even the situations, did not make good to 
the imagination. The appeal was to the 
nerves, not to the heart. 

That Mr. Richman was handsome in his 
*Continental wniform and stunning in his 
red coat need not be insisted on to those 
familiar with his stalwart form and his 
manly bearing: His vigorous voice and his 
sincere, if crude, ardor in making love 
have also suffered no diminution. Into one 
passage in the British mess room, he in- 
Tused a very positive spirit of boisterous, 
manly mirth. 

But in spite of the fervid declaration he 
made _ in‘ his curtain speech that the play 
afforded “splendid material,’ the fact 
seemed to be that he failed of any vivid 
effect because of the lack of dramatic and 
romantic substance in the story. Against 
a dull play the actor wars in vain, and 
theatric bustle is a snare and a pitfall. 
Mr. Richman’s elocution was as wooden as 
ever, phrase following phrase with the life- 
less distinctness of a man pounding a 
“record "’ into a gramophone. 

George W. Wilson lent his very intelli- 
gent talents, lately displayed as the real 
King whom Villon was not, to the thank- 
less part of the quondam friend of Wash- 
ington scheming to betray him. But his 
efforts were in vain. Suzanne Sheldon was 
his ward, who was in love with Fielding, 
and revealed his plot to Washington. She 
was handsome as ever, but suffered from 
a plentiful lack of stuff to work with. 

Helen MacGregor had an impossible part 
as a maiden enamored of the ight but not 
heartless Barrington. 

Strange to relate, the conventional comic 
relief was the liveliest feature. As a cow- 

- ardly Continental. fond of the fleshpots, J. 
H. radbury hads« distinct yraisemblance. 
As a bragging negro poltroon H. B. James 
revealed very distinct comic abilities. His 
grief at being forbidden to go to a dance 
and his agonized ‘half shuffle at hearing the 
distant music were genuinely funny. 


“MISS ELIZABETH’S PRISONER.” 


William Faversham Appears in a New 
Play at the Criterion Theatre. 


If any more incompetent, inconsequen- 
tial, and puerile rubbish in the way of a 
play is to be imagined than “ Miss Eliza- 
beth’s Prisoner,”’” which was presented at 
the Criterion Theatre last night by Will- 
fam Faversham, then Messrs. E. Lyall 
Swete and Robert Neilson Stephens, who 
wrote the present piece, must consent to 
collaborate with him who seeks to imag- 
ine it. And if there were ever set forth as 
hero and heroing, respectively, in a play of 
the sugared variety designed to please the 
very young and the very unsophisticated, 
two people more calculated to inspire con- 
tempt, it would be difficult to name them. 
Capt. Harry Peyton, about whom the chief 
interest is supposed to centre, is a liar, a 
cov'ard, the worst sort of a cad, and—well, 
the heroine calls him a horse thief, but 
there he has an excuse. For he is a sol- 
dier, and he wants to get back to the lines. 

As for Miss Elizabeth herself, one recog- 
nitves after witnessing her exhibition of bad 
temper and petulant vixenishness that there 
is some justice meted out after all. For 
before the final curtain falls the soldier 
gets Miss Elizabeth's promise to marry 
him. One might feel a tinge of sympathy 
for him then, but really he deserves it. 

The scene of the play—it is Revolutionary 
as to time; but by no means as to ideas— 
is the Philippse Manor House at Yonkers. 


Capt. Peyton, an American who had 
served in the British Army until his senti- 
ment caused him to turn to his own people. 
takes a horse from the Philippse stables and 
offers to pay Miss Elizabeth for the .ani- 
mal. She, being a red-hot little follower of 

George, tells Peyton what she thinks 
of him in good, round terms; then, when he 
is brought in wounded a few moments 
later, she informs him he is her prisoner, 
and sends word to the British lines of her 
capture. 

Captain Peyton—aiter soliloquizing on 
how hard it is to die—conceives the idea of 

aining his freedom by pretending that 
Ge loves Miss Elizabeth.. And so well does 
he -woo her that when the soldiers come 
to arrest him she hides him behind her 
skirts. When she learns later of the trick 
that Peyton has» played ghe: is furious, 

uts on her prettiest frock, brings him to 
i feet, and then sends him about -his 
business with a 
ha-ha ’ 

‘Whereupon this gallant Captain, knowing 
that she is betrothed to one John Colden 
of the King’s First New Jersey Volun- 
teers. remar that he will at least stay

ing his generous and noble. nature, In 
the nex‘ act the sweet-tempered Miss Eliz- 
abeth does her best to eee the men on 
to a fight, but Colden is, if anything, a 
worse coward than Peyton, and it. comes 
to né@ught. 

Betore this transpires even 
apparently have ‘‘ tumbled to Peyton,”’ 
when. they wish to detain him_ they re- 
mark: * Oh, it’s a cold night. We'll hide 
his hat. He wouldn’t go without his hat.’’ 
And he doesn’t. 

The part of Capt. Peyton was quite with- 
in the star’s abilities. Mr. Faversham is a 
geome player—that was attested again 
ast. night by numerous curtain calls, and 
that fact may result in a satisfying attend- 
ance during the engagement. Of the sup- 
porting company the less said the better. 
Miss Hilda’ Spong.’ who was cast for Miss 
Elizabeth, labored. most assiduously, and 
there was hardly a moment when one did 
not realize that she was laboring hard. 
Her overacting cannot be entirely excused 
on the plea that the part was badly drawn, 
though it is not in the line which suits her 
best. And as the time seems past when 
competent players are supposed to be able 
to adapt themselves to many kinds of 
parts, it may only be hoped that Miss 
Spong will come forth again before a great 
while in a medium more suited to her ac- 
complishments.

Mr.: Newland’s Invitation. 





Mr. Hale Predicts Absorption of Canada 
Hf Mr. Chamberiain’s Plans Are 
Carried Out. | 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Further ex- 
ransion of the United States was a theme 
that took up much of the time of the Sen- 
ate to-day.’ The resolution, introduced by 
Mr. Newlands of Nevada, inviting Cuba to 
join’ the Union, brought on the debate, in 
which several Republican leaders took oc- 
casion to deny any annexation designs on 
‘the island republic. 

Mr. Hale, in the course of his remarks, 
predicted that if Joseph Chamberlain's 
tariff plans are carried out, Canada will 
be absorbed by the United States within 
the lifetime of people who heard his voice. 

Early in the session Mr. Hale moved to 
reconsider the vote, by which the Newlands 
resolution, for the annexation of Cuba, was 
referred to the Committee on. Relations 
with Cuba. He made the motion the basis 
of 2 speech in opposition to the policy pro- 
saying that this 
declared its policy 
by enacting the 


country had already 
with reference to Cuba 
Tellier resolution into law. 

Tie had observed in the newspapers that 
the introduction of the Newlands resolu- 
tion and its reference to a committee had 


occasioned anxiety in the island, and he 
did not wonder that this was true. All the 
element of discontent in the island would, 


he said, indorse the Newlands measure, and 
among these he included the old Spanish 
element in Cuba and American investors 
there. 

It might be said that the Newlands reso- 
lution is only an invitation, he continued, 
but eranting this to be true, it is still a 
fact. that we are not in the habit of ex- 
tending such invitations to other ccuntries. 
We would not, for instance, extend such 
an invitation to Great Britain for the 
uniting of Canada to the United States or 
t> Mexice fo? such a union. 

““T have litrle doubt that men now listen- 
ing to me wiil see the time when Canada 
will become an integral part of the United 
States,” he said. “If his plan is carried 
out by the most adventurous of British 
politicians of colonial preference, a tariff 
would be inaugurated between Great 
Britain and the United States, and this 
English politician will seek to set Canaaa 
vp as a great rival to us, an agricultural 
Tival. On that will arise conditions, 
cussions, and considerations that will end 
in the union of the two peoples. But we 
do not invite Great Britain to send Canada 
tc us and join the Union. She is too large 
a power.”’ 

He closed by 


dis- 


urging the Senate to take 
no step to clog progress in Cuba. 

Mr. Newlands (Nevada) expressed grati- 
fication that his resolution should have so 
eafly attracted attention. He agreed with 
Mr. Hale in much that he had said con- 
cerning the progress of Cuba and the char- 
acter of its people. Still it was a fact that 
Cuba had been compelled to confess her in- 
ability to cope with other nations in busi- 
ness affairs. He also referred to the con- 
cession of the privilege granted to the 
United States for erecting fortifications on 
Cuban soil and to our supervision of the 
foreign relations of the island, as well as 
of the conduct of its sanitary affairs, and 
said that as a matter of fact Cuba had al- 
ready assumed the attitude of a ward of 
the United States. He also advanced the 
argument that, in asking a reduction of the 
duty on Cuban products exported to the 
United States, Cuba was making an excep- 
tional request, and he thought we should 
respond by offering political rather than 
commercial union. 

For himself, he had had in mind Cuba's 
interest in presenting the resolution, and 
he wanted it understood that he represented 
no Spanish dons or American speculators. 
He had offered the resolution in no spirit 
of spoliation, but because he had believed 
that the measure would appeal to the good 
sense of both the Americans and the Cu- 
bans. : 

Mr. Newlands said that he had provided 
for the attachment of Porto Rico to Cuba 
as a county, or province, in the conviction 
that such a union would give the smaller 
isiand a stability of government which it 
could not otherwise secure.

GEN. WOOD INQUIRY IN CUBA. 


Senate Committee, Investigating Mili- 
tary Man’s Record, to Send Sub- 
Committee to New Republic. 








WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—The Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs will desig- 


nate a sub-committee to go to Cuba to take 
testimony regarding the conduct of Gen. 
Wood. The personnel of the committee has 
not yet been agreed upon, nor the number 
of members. It is asserted that so much 
has already been said about the conduct of 
Gen. Wood in Cuba that it will be necessary 
to examine witnesses in that island who 
cannot come to the United States. 

The committee held a brief session to- 
day to continue the inv estigation of charges 
against Gen, Leonard Wood in opposition to 
his confirmation to be Major General. 
Capt. W. J. Barden of the Artillery Corps, 
United States Army, who was engineer of- 
ficer in charge of street improveme nts at 
Havana during Gen. Wood's administration 
as Governor General of Cuba, was the only 
witness heard. His testimony had no im- 
portant bearing on the charges against Gen, 
Wood. He was summoned at the request of 
Senator Foraker, and is understood to be 
one of the officers Gen. Wood is said to 
have asked to have called to refute charges 
which Major Rathbone had indicated he 
would bring before the committee. 

Favorable action was taken on the re- 
quest of Major Rathbone for the issue of 
subpoenas for army officers, and permis- 
sion was given him to prepare a list with 
statements as to what he expected to prove 
by each. This list will be ready for sum- 
mons to be issued to-morrow. 

Major Runcie will be the first witness 
when the committee meets. He is now en 
route from Havana to the United States. 

HOUSE AND SENATE CLASH. 





Hitch Between Leaders Over Extra Ses- 
sion’s Adjournment on Wednesday. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—A hitch has 
arisen between the House and the Senate 
leaders over the plan to adjourn on Wednes- 
day It has struck somé of the House 
leaders that they can keep Congress con- 
structively in session by refusing formally 
to adjourn and by adjourning for three 
days at a time. 

Under this arrangement the House could 
meet, hear a prayer by the Chaplain, ad- 
journ for three days, then repeat the per- 
formarce, and so on until the time for the 
extra session is exhausted.

CUBAN COTTON N EXPERIMENT. 


Best Varieties to be Tried, Although 
Lack of Frost Has Been Found 


an Obstacle. 
Special to. The New York Times. 
NEW ORLEANS, Noy. 23.—W. Y. Wat- 
son, a former Mississippian, who is engaged 
in sugar planting in Cuba, is preparing to 
experiment with cotton culture on that isl- 
and. 

He recently returned to secure several of 
the finest varieties of cotton seed, princi- 
pally the long staple variety, which he in- 
tends to plant early next year. 

Mr. Watson has experimented in a small 
way with cotton growing in Cuba, but here- 
tofore has been unable to procure a satis- 
factory variety. He says that cotton plant- 
ed on the island grows very high, bolls 
well, but has to be cut down when the sec- 
ond growth commences, 

The greatest difficulty encountered is that 


there is no frost to check the growth and 
open the bolls at ripe fruition. It will be 
remembered that John C. Calhoun, who in 





his day was a recognized authority on 
growing cotton, aiways asserted that it 
could not be sky browned below the frost 


line, and America would always have prac- 
tically a monopoly of the staple. 


EGAN LEAVES GEORGIA ROAD. 


Disagreement with ” Fellow Official 
Leads to President's Resignation.

SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 23.—Regret is ex- 
pressed at the resignation of John M, Egan 
as President of the Central of Georgia Rail- 
way. Since he came to the Central in 1896 
its earnings have been more than doubled, 
His retirement results from the continued 
opposition of the Chairman of the board, 
J. F. Hanson, whose differences with Presi- 

dent Egan are well known here. 

Mr. Egan was connected with a number 
of Western roads before coming south, 
and commanded the railroad forces that 
whipped Debs at Chicago in 1893. 

The immediate occasion of Egan’s retire- 
ment was a personal quarrel he had with 
Hanson at the recent meeting of the Di- 
rectors. It has leaked out, that violent 
language was used. Hanson represents the 
Morgan interests in the Central. He is a 


native Georgian, an ¢x-Confederate Major, 
and a Republican. He was offered a Cub- 
inet place by President McKinley, and is 


President Roosevelt's patronage referee in 
Georgia.

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| POSTAL FRAUDS IN SENATE 


Mr. Carmack Presents Resolution 
Calling for Investigation.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—There was 
hardly a ripple of curiosity in the Senate 
to-day when Senator Carmack presented 
his resolution providing for an investiga- 
tion of the Post Office scandal, The Re- 
publican Senators listened in a matter-of- 
fact way, as they would to the ordinary 
The Democrats lifted 
their heads and opened their eyes a triflé 
wider, but there was no flurry of surprise 
or buzz of comment. ‘ 

The committee named in the resolution 
afterward caused comment. It was the 
Committee on Organization, Conduct and 
Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments, of which Senator Quay is Chairman. 
The committee is one that seldom meets, 
and on the door of the room assigned to it 
the name of the committee does not appear, 
but simply that of the Pennsylvania Sena- 
tor in ornate gilt letters. The other mem- 
bers of the committee are Senators Wet- 
more, Beveridge, Allison, Allee, Taliferro, 
Dubois McLaurin, and Clark of Montana. 

Senator Carmack, when asked how he 
came to think of this committee instead of 
that on Post Offices, said that he relted on 
Mr. Quay’s known tenacity and ability on 
a hard proposition, and he did not think 
the regular committee on Post Offices 
would be sufficiently disinterested to make 
a thorough job of the investigation. 

It goes without saying that the Repub- 
lican Senators do not like the idea of an 
investigation of the Post Office Depart- 
ment. They will not take kindly to the 
resolution. There has been a good deal of 
reliance on the impression bred by the re- 
mark of Assistant Postmaster General Bris- 
tow that when he got through with the 
scandal there would be nothing left for 
Congress to investigate. If there is any 
one thing that has been dreaded on the 
Republican side of the Chamber it has 
been this inevitable resolution for an in- 
vestigation. For one thing, there is a rea- 
sonable feeling that there should be no in- 
vestigation while the facts brought out by 
the inquiry that has been going on for 
eight months are in the courts in a score 
of criminal cases. This point will no doubt 
be used to postpone action on the resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Carmack. 

That the Committee on the Departments 
will be charged with the investigation is 
hardly to be expected. Senator Allison is 
Chairman of Appropriations, which occu- 
pies all his time. Senator Beveridge is oc- 


cupied with other important committee 
work. Senator Allee is a new Senator un- 
used to the arduous work of ay A in- 
vestigation. To imagine Senator and 
Senator Wetmore with the four ab + emo- 
crats engaged in the one-sided business of 
investigating the Post Office Department is 
a bit of humor that the Senate will hardly 
rise to.

ig @ growing belief among us that the 
peace and prosperity of the country, 
also, might be in safer hands, 

What evidence did President RooseE- 
VELT have that the “ insurrection ” faith- 
fully represented the prevailing opinion 
of the people of the revolted State? How 
did he know that the thing was not got- 
ten up by a dozen speculators and pro- 
moters aiming to secure for themselves a 
good part of the ten-million-dollar pay- 
ment, and, perhaps, a commission from 
the French Canal Company? The Presi- 
dent at once entered into relations with 
these persons, and inside of a week rec- 
ognized them as an independent nation. 
Uniess he was perfectly well assured that 
they were faithful representativesof pub- 
lic opinion on the Isthmus, that the peo- 
ple of Panama and Colon would stand by 
them, he ran the gravest risk of present- 
ly finding himself under the necessity of 
suppressing the true and prevailing pub- 
lic opinion of the Isthmus in order to 
make good his guarantee to the dozen 
eonspirators. NAPOLEON III. did some- 
thing like that in Mexico, but he did it 
openiy with arms, as an imperial under- 
taking. 

Oh! but the President knew all about 
the insurrection, he was well assured 
that it was genuine and representative 
of universal sentiment, his defenders will 
say. Would that not be a somewhat dan- 
gerous admission? Too much antecedent 
knowledge gives support to the unpleas- 
ant charge of collusion on the part of 
our Government. If the President did 
know enough about the affair to jus- 
tify his indecently swift recognition of 
independence, he knew too much. If he 
did not know, if he had no other evi- 
dence than the impressions hastily gath- 
ered by our Consuls and the representa- 
tions of the rebels, he knew far too lit- 
tie to justify recognition in a week. 

No state of facts that can be made out, 
no theory that can be put forward, will 
shelter the President from the just cen- 
sure of those whow@harge that the course 
he pursued was hasty, reckless, unwar- 
ranted, and unsafe.

“BRITONS, GUARD YOUR OWN.” 

Probably it was the mistake of. the 
Correspondent of The London Times 
which made Mr. CHAMBERLAIN recite a 
poem of TENNYSON entitled ‘“ Britons, 
Hold Your Own.” There are some 
verses—they are hardly poetry—of the 
late Poet Laureate of which the title is 
“ Britons, Guard Your Own,” and these 
were doubtless what Mr. CHAMBERLAIN 
recited or tried to recite. There is a pas- 
sage in them, by the way, which Mr. 
Rircuie£ and other of his late associates 
in the Conservative Cabinet might be 
tempted to apply to Mr. CHAMBERLAIN 
himselt: 


Peaee-lovers we—sweet Peace we all de- 
sire—- 
Peace-lovers we—but who can trust a liar? 


Apart from the refrain it is not easy 
to see what there is specific in the verses 
for Mr. CHAMBERLAIN to quote. But their 
spirit is quite in harmony with his own. 
They were first published in 1852 on the 
morrow of the coronation of NaPoLEON 
Iil., and they were so savage an attack 
on “the fierce ‘ beat’ that lighted on a 
throne”"—as Noak Brooks described 
him—that TENNYSON suppressed them 
until after the fall of the Empire. They 
might be described as a lyric expressive 
of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S own remark apro- 
pos of Russia—* He must have a long 
spoon who sups with the devil ’—and 
they breathe the narrow jealousy of 
alien peoples,’ the furious pugnacity of 
the irritated islander, which are traits of 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’s new policy of tariff 
wars in place of free commerce. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN is a past master of 
the arts of a popular orator, and in this 
matter he has the very great advantage 


of sharing quite sincerely the passions to 


which he appeals. He really feels angry 
and disgusted at the idea of Germans 
and Americans selling their goods in 
England at lower prices than English 
manufacturers can sell them. He is a 
manufacturer himself, and acquired all 
his wealth and many of his prejudices in 
trade. “Dumping "—when done by ath- 
ers—horrifies him, though he felt differ- 
ently when the American woodscrew- 
makers were ready to pay a handsome 
sum to his house for refraining from 
underselling them in our markets, He 
sees no remedy for dumping but taxing 
the things dumped. That was the way 
eur manufacturers tried, but it was not 
mearly so effectual as the policy of im- 


proved machinery and better methods of 
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business. So well have these worked 
that, instead of buying off competition in 
our markets, oun _ manufacturers are 
competing in British markets. But Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN sees only our tariff weap- 
ons in use, and longs to arm himself and 
his people with them. It is so much 
easier to fight that way than with 
brains, ingenuity, skill, enterprise, 

Nor in his blind,mood of resentment 
and envy does Mr, CHAMBERLAIN see that 
England is situated far less advantage- 
ously for a tariff war than is this coun- 
try. It is all well enough to shout “ Brit- 
ons, Guard Your Own’’—but their own 
is not enough for their daily needs. 
America, with itS vast territory and pop- 
ulation, its varied resources, and its ab- 
solute free trade from ocean to ocean, is 
self-contained and self-supporting. We 
have more food and more material fdr 
industry than we shall require for a long 
time to come. Undoubtedly free foreign 
commerce would be profitable to us, but 
it is not necessary to us. We can be 
largely and lastingly prosperous without 
it. Not so England. She has neither food 
enough for her workmen to live on nor 
material for them to work on. If she 
taxes the entry ofthese into her mar- 
kets she chokes the very springs of her 
well-being. Even with the white popula- 
tion of her colonies added to her own 
she has little more than half the number 
of laboring units to rely on that the 
United States has, and between her and 
her colonies there is not—and Mr. CHAM- 
BERLAIN dares not promise—that free ex- 
change which makes all our forces avail- 
able to the last ounce of human energy. 
Her strength lies in untrammeled com- 
merce with the whole. world, Any re- 
straint on this can but cripple her. 
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PENSION OFFICE POLITICS. 

The mind of Pension Commissioner 
WARE seems to werk rather uncertainly 
regarding the relation of his appointees 
to partisan politics, It is reported that 
he has recently decided that his medical 
examiners are not subject to the Presi- 
dent's order forbidding activity in such 
politics because, by an opinion of the 
Supreme Court a quarter of a century 
ago, such examiners are not officers of 
the United States. 

Well, suppose they are not. 
unquestionably in the employment of the 
United States. The Government, since 
the decision referred to, has, by the law 
of 18838 and by the orders of the Presi- 
dent under that law, fixed a standard of 
conduct for those in its employment, one 
of the elements in which is the require- 
ment that from the 
common Treasury shall not indulge in 
partisan politics, That is a sownd re- 
quirement. It makes for fairness and 
decency and the protection of the equal 
rights of all dealing with the Govern- 
ment. 

Commissioner WARE can enforce that 
requirement if he chooses to do so. A 
short time since. he removed a medical 
examiner because of the examiner’s pol- 
itics—he was one of two Democrats, we 
believe, board which the Commis- 
sioner thought should have two Repub- 
licans and only one If the 
Commissioner could do that he surely 
could check partisan activity among the 
examiners if he wished to do so, It does 
not make any difference what the legal 
status of the examiners may be. It is a 
question solely of the Commissioner's of- 
ficial policy. 

In the general conduct of his office and 
his relations with the Civil Service Com- 
mission Commissioner WARE has ob- 
served the spirit of the rules with un- 
usual fidelity. We do not quite under- 
stand why he should prefer so clearly to 
violate that spirit in this matter. 

SESE 
TO KEEP OUT IMMIGRANTS. 

If we wish merely to restrict immigra- 
tion, not to sift the bad immigrants from 
the good immigrants, Senator LopGwp's 
bill applying the educational test will 
accomplish our purpose. If during the 
past five years, a period in which for- 
eigners have come here to settle at the 
rate of nearly half a million a year, offi- 
cers of the Government had been sta- 
tioned at our ports of entry with a copy 
of the United States Constitution, and 
empowered to require each immigrant to 
read and intelligently explain an article 
of the same as a condition of receiving 
his permit to land, a very great part of 
the flood would Have been turned back. 
The trouble is that some of the best im- 
migrants might have been excluded and 
the least desirable admitted. The edu- 
cational test affords no proof of physical 
or moral worth. 

In vetoing the bill of 1897 President 
CLEVELAND said:

In my opinion, it is infinitely more safe 
to admit 100,000 immigrants, who, though 
unable to read or write, seek among us 
only a home and opportunity to work, than 


to admit one of those unruly agitators and 
enemies of Governmental control who can 
not only read and write, but delights in 
arcusing by inflammatory speech the illit- 
erate and peacefully inclined to discontent 
and tumult. The ability to read and write, 
as required in this bill, in and of itself af- 
fords, in my opinion, a misleading test of 
contented industry and supplies unsatis- 
factory evidence of desirable citizenship or 
a proper apprehension of the benefits of 
our institutions. 

An immigrant might be able to read 
Homer in the original, and yet come here 


intending to pursue the trade of a crimi- 
nal,, He might declaim Cicero, though 
coming here to beg and steal his living. 
He might not only read our Constitution, 
but expound it, though visiting America 
with the purpose of organizing bands of 
Anarchists and addressing their meet- 
ings. On the other hand, the simplest 
educational test might exclude an indus- 
trious and law-abiding man, who if ad- 
mitted would work with ready will and 
strong hands in the development of our 
industrial resources. 

We are not without evidence that im- 
migrants are coming in too great num- 
hers for our good. Tests of quality, if 
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effectively applied, would naturally di- 
minish ‘the volume of the flood. There 
are three classes we should rapidly and 
absolutely exclude: those who are de- 
fective in mind or body; those whoa are 
dependent and would therefore be a bur- 
den upon our charity; those belonging to 
the class called delinquent, the crimi- 
nals, and evildoers. It is very easy to 
shut out gross numbers by applying the 
educational test. It will be very difficult 
to devise tests that will certainly exclude 
the mentally and physically incompetent, 
the dependent class, and the criminals, 
We have no doubt, however, that this 
should be the aim of our policy in re- 
spect to immigration. 








THE CHICAGO STREET RAILWAY 
STRIKE, 


The effarts to effect the settlement of 
the street railway strike in Chicago 
have thus far been unsucessful, but it is 
gratifying to note that the parties to it 
are much nearer together than they were 
at the outset, The absurd and impossi- 
ble demands of the men have been modi- 
fied to the following, which do not seem 
to offer many insuperable obstacles to a 
settlement: 


That there shall be no discrimination 
against members of the union. 

That in the event of differences be- 
tween members of the union and the com- 
pany, adjudication shall be undertaken by 
representatives of the union end officials 
of the company. If this shall fail to set- 
tle the differences they shall be settled by 
arbitration. 

That the company may route the cars 
as it shall please, provided that no em- 
ployé shall work less than ten hours or 
more than eleven hours, and that no em- 
ployé shall be required to be under ‘orders 
from the company more than fifteen con- 
secutive hours, 

That the wage scale shall be referred to 
arbitration upon the basis of the present 
scale. 

Perhaps the only one of the above de- 
mands which cannot be properly insisted 
upon is the second. No corporation can 
do business if its labor holds employment 
under rules which comparable to 
those establishing tenure in the civil serv- 
The right of» dismissal from the 
company’s employ is a correlative of the 
right to leave the company’s employ. A 
company operating a public utility and 
charged with large responsibilities which 
may judgments for 
damages, as well as 
criminal indictments, cannot safely di- 
vide its responsibilities with the repre- 
sentatives of a trades union in the mat- 
of deciding which of its employés 
may be trusted with delegated authority. 
Its discipline would be hopelessly weak- 
ened if no one could be discharged with- 
out the consent of the union to which he 
beiongs. Such safeguards are not neces- 
sary for the protection of competent, 
faithful, and trustworthy men. Corpo- 
rations do not willingly let such men go, 
and rarely apply to them stricter stand- 
ards of judgment than their own protec- 
tion demands. 

The strike obviously weakening, 
More lines are in operation and passen- 
gers are gaining the courage to ride. The 
police work has been better than was 
and without a free hand to 
establish and maintain a reign of terror, 
unskilled labor cannot force the accept- 
ance impossible conditions such as 
were originally insisted on by the Chi- 
cago The modification of 
these demands shows good judgment.

We printed yesterday the results of a 
census of churchgoing, taken on Sunday, 
Nov. 15, for that part of Manhattan Isl- 
and which lies above the Central Park, 
The results are most interesting and sug- 
gestive. It is a quarter of homes, and 
consequently of We should 
say it was the part of New York, or at 
least of Manhattan, which might reason- 
ably be selected as likely to show the 
best results in respect of attendance at 
church, to prove itself the most church- 
going part of the island. Perhaps the 
quarter abreast of the Park might be 
taken as giving an equal chance of show- 
ing a high rate of attendance. But such 
a selection would ignore the great fringe 
of tenement houses on the east side of 
that lower quarter, where a very high 
ratio of church attendance would be im- 
possible for absolute want of church fa- 
cilities. What might be called the 
churchgoing belt of the quarter would be 
almost bounded on the east by Third 
Avenue, so that the quarter actually 
chosen looks likelier to secure good re- 
sults, from the point of view of the cen- 
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ice.

The Prot- 
estant population of the district, accord- 
ing to the rules of estimation laid down 
by the Church News Association, is 
about half as large again as the Catholic 
population. Yet the actual church at- 
tendance reversed this showing, being 
more than half as large again for the 
Catholics. And this although there are 
in the district 87 Protestant places of 
worship to 19 Catholic. The actual fig- 
ures, are 38,750 Protestant churchgoers 
to 62,211 Catholic. 

The natural deduction from these fig- 
ures would be that the proportion of 
* good Catholics’ was much larger than 
that of ‘‘ good Protestants”; in other 
words, that the Catholics were more 


Catholic than the Protestants Were Prot- 
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estant. But we leave deductions from 
these very interesting statistics to those 
whom they chiefly concern, and whom 
they concern very much indeed. 
SSS 
RECKLESS DRIVING. 

Dr. DonALD SaGe Mackay was fully 
justified in his protest from the pulpit 
on Sunday against the recklessness of 
human life that is permitted to be shown 
in the streets of New York. The exam- 
ple of London which the preacher cited 
is in point only to a certain degree. .It is 
true that the public conveyances of Lon- 
don are much slower than those of New 
York, It is only when Mr. YERKES shall 
have finished his perfect work of cover- 
ing the surface of London with such a 
reticulation of tracks as cover those of 
Manhattan, run over ‘by cars similarly 
propelled by electric power, that the 
comparison will be entirely fair. But 
then, London has as many automobiles 
per capita as New York, probably more, 
though it insists upon caling. them “ mo- 
tor cars.” And the showing that London 
loses out of her four millions and a half 
of population jess than a third as many 
lives as New York out ef her population 
of a million less, by “ traffic accidents,” 
ought certainly to set us not only to 
thinking, but to acting. 

The reckless boy driver has much of 
the responsibility to bear. And he is in 
all ways irresponsible. Nothing can pre- 
vent him from galloping a horse over 
which he is allowed to hold the reigns 
to the height of the animal's speed. It 
is his employer who should be held to 
responsibility for employing him, instead 
of a more adult and costly driver. But 
the adult driver is frequently as reckless, 
as Dr. Mackay insists, as the least re- 
sponsible boy, One of the commonest 
causes of runaways, perhaps the very 
commonest, is the reckless practice of 
leaving horses attached to vehicles 
standing in the street, without even the 
detention of a hitching weight, while the 
driver is delivering goods in a house. 
Nothing were easier than to put a stop to 
this practice, which is as illegal as it is 
reckless, Let the police be instructed to 
drive away and impound every horse 
thus left to his own devices, the owner 
to recover it only after paying the pen- 
alty of his offense, That would put a 
stop to the practice in a week, and the 
stopping of it would do away with one 
of the chief causes which make the death 
rate of New York by ‘“‘ traffic accidents ”’ 


so much higher than that of London. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——As was sald by the President of the 
United German Societies in his speech on 
Sunday, “‘in unity there is strength.”’” He 
was not the first, nor will he be the last 
to make the statement, and no American 
citizen is likely to deny its truth as a 
general proposition, but Dr. ANDERSON is 
doubtless enough of a logician to know 
that even a truth, if followed too far, may 
become a source of danger. As a matter 
of fact, the strength which always comes 
from union may be and often is the most 
dangerous weakness for those who unite. 
If they chance to be a minority, and es- 
pecially if the object they seek is bad, or 
even only distasteful to the majority, con- 
certed action invariably attracts the at- 
tention and leads to the repression which 
individual action may long escape. To 
take an extreme case, a band of criminals 
weakened by the very effectiveness 
which union gives them, since it forces the 
vigorous pursuit and exemplary punish- 
ment a single criminal would not demand. 
In an analogous way, united action by 
American voters separated from other 
American voters on racial lines, while it 
would unquestionably give them strength, 
would as unquestionably excite an oppo- 
sition with which that strength could not 
cope. It therefore seems to us that” Dr. 
ANDERSON made a tactical error when he 
assumed that his hearers, as men of Ger- 
man birth or descent, have special griev- 
ances against the Government, municipal, 
State, or National, when he credited them 
with a peculiar responsibility for the main- 
tenance of personal liberty, and when he 
advised them to act as a political unit. 
To take that edvice would be a mistake 
which those who too often allow them- 
selves to be called German-Americans are 
not at all likely to make. In their more 
reflective moments they realize, as does 
Dr. ANDERSON himself, that the only po- 
litical union with a chance or a right to 
success in this country is a union of Amer- 
ican citizens, as such and as nothing else, 
and that any other political union here 
will be utterly wrong during its necessarily 
brief duration and without a single mourn- 
er at its demisé.

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WALKING DELEGATE’S DEFENSE.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

On Noy. 6 I was arrested upon the com- 
plaint of Contractor Henry E. Fox, charged 
with extortion, and placed under $1,000 ball 
by Magistrate Zeller. At a hearing before 
Magistrate Baker this morning I was dis- 
charged. 

[ think it is only fair to me that my hon- 
orable discharge should be as widely pub- 
lished as was the fact of my arrest, and 
particularly so because of the present out- 
cry against walking delegates. It is also 
due to me that I should be permitted to 
make clear my position at the time of my 
arrest, 

About a week before my arrest I was in- 
structel by the borough board (Manhattan 
and Bronx) of our local Bricklayers’ and 
Masons’ Unions to collect actual time and 
waiting time owed to two members of the 
union I represent. I called upon this con- 
tractor, and he stated that he would pay 
the money under protest the following Mon- 
day. After this interview I was told that 
he had said that should [ call to collect the 
money he would have me arrested. [ 
called at the appoirted time, and after pay- 
ing me the ‘neney the contractor imme- 
diately handed me over to a policeman. 

In collecting this money, as already 
stated, I was acting under instructions from 
our central organization, just as our walk- 
ing delegates have dene time and again. 
All actual time or waiting time collected 
by a delegate is turned over to the Secre- 
tary of our borough board, to be held in 
safekeeping for the member or members 
to whom it belongs, and it is to be under- 
stood that any contractor paying waiting 
time, or other time, has the privilege of ap- 
pearing before <his board to make protest. 
Only last night the board ordered returned 
to the United Engineering and Construc- 
tion Company the sum of $6 which had 
been wrongfully collected as waiting time; 
and at a previous meeting $28 was returned 
to J. C. Rogers & Co. 

While members of our unions may, 
thraugh their delegates, demand that the 
board collect wages owed them, I wish to 
make it plain that the contractor in any 
case of this kind may appear before the 
board in person and show cause why the 
money should not be collected. 

I do not wish to take up your space need- 
lessly, but I feel that as a matter of justice 
my part in this transaction should be made 
clear and at the same time the public 
should be better informed upon this subject 
of waiting time, in so far, at least, as it re- 
lates to the Bricklayers’ and Masons’ Unions 
of this city. I repeat that at a time when 
walking delegates and other trades union 
officials are being so very generally c@Piti- 
cised, and so many of them charged with 
downright dishoresty, it is only fair play 
that a statemcnt of the kind I have made 
here be given equal publicity.

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VATIGAN NEWS LEAKS OUT|ANTF-CHAMBERLAIN CAMPAIGN, 
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Cardinal Gotti Protests at a Meet- 
ing of the Propaganda. 





Says Results of Meetings of the Con- 
gregation Are Known in America 
Before Meetings Are Concluded. 





ROME, Nov, 23.—When the Cardinals 
composing the Congregation of the Propa- 
ganda met to-day they received a sharp 
reminder that’they have at their head in 
the person “of the Prefect of the Propa- 
ganda, Cardinal Gotti,:a churchman of 
clearly defined and strong opinions. Those 
present at the meeting were Cardinals 
Agliardi, Vannutelli, Steinhuber, Segna, 
Pierotti. Cassetta, Martinelli, Satolli, Ma- 
thieu, della Volpe, and Gotti. 

The Cardinal Prefect in .his opening ad- 
dress dwelt Most earnestly on the bad im- 
pression made on both the Pontiff and him- 
self by the receipt of remonstrances from 
Apostolic Delegations and from Cardinals 
abroad against the publication of the de- 
cisions of the Propaganda before they had 
been officially informed of these decisions, 
and even before the decisions had been 
ratified by the Pontiff. This matter had 
gone so far, said Cardinal Gotti, that the 
results of the meetings of the Propaganda 
were known in the United States even be- 
fore the meetings of the Cardinals had 
been actually concluded. 

Continuing, Cardinal Gotti said that he 
had in the strongest manner called the at- 
tention of all the clerks in attendance on 
the Congregation of the Propaganda to the 
fact that it was their duty to observe the 
most complete secrecy, and he wished to 
recommend the same course not only to the 
Secretaries, Mgrs. Veccia and Savelli, but 
even to the members of the Sacred College 
themselves, although, he added, he did not 
suppose for a moment that any of them 
would condescend to lower their dignity by 
action contrary to the spirit of the law 
regulating the affairs of the Propaganda. 

Several Cardinals greeted the speech of 
the Cardinal Prefect by saying ‘ Good, 
good,’’ while others considered the speech 
inopportune. These latter thought that no 
damage could be done to the interests of 
the Church by the publications of which 
the Cardinal Prefect complained, as it 
was known that the decisions of the Propa- 
ganda were not yalid until ratified by the 
Pope, while on the other hand it was 
pointed out that the decisions of the Con- 
gregation were rarely rejected by the Pope. 

Some of the Cardinals expressed the opin- 
ion that it would be Assuming too much in 
these days of wireless telegraph to hold 
that the announcements of appointments 
made by the Congregation could be leisure- 
ly given by mail after going through so 
many hands. One Cardinal pointed out that 
the Cardinal Prefect evidently had not con- 
sidered the fact that in the matter of time 
Rome was six hours in advance of New 
York. 

The Congregation next discusged the ap- 
pointments of several Bishops and Arch- 
bishops, including a successor to the late 
Archbishop Katzer of Milwaukee, Wis. It 
is reported that the Congregation decided 
to propose to the Pope for that position 
the name of Bishop Mcssmer of Green Bay, 
Wis., but this report could not be verified.

FRENCH ART FOR ST. LOUIS. 


Splendid Collection of Paintings, Sculp- 
ture, and Miscellaneous Objects. 


PARIS, Nov. 23.—The result of the ex- 
amination by the jury charged to select 


paintings, sculpture and art objects for 
the St. Louis Exposition has been the se- 
lection of a number of works which will 
splendidly represent French art. The jury 
will not complete its work until Dec. 1, 
but it is known generally what its recom- 
mendations will be. 

Two thousand paintings were submitted 
by French artists, of which only 600 could 
be taken. On the list of successful artists 
are suchs*enames as Bonnat, Bouguereau, 
Carolus-Duran, Fleury, Henner, Besnard, 


Simon, Ménard, Constant, Monet, and the 
late Camille Pissaro. 

The object of the jury was to secure as 
wide a range as possible, and, consequent- 
ly, it limited the number of pictures which 
could be selected from each artist to three. 

The members of the jury say the exhibit 
will far surpass that at the Chicago Ex- 
position. It is their intention to send 
Rodin’s celebrated figure in bronze, ‘“ Le 
Penseur,” now in the Galerie des Machines. 


Among other sculptors whose work will 
be exhibited are Barrias, Bartholdi, Dalou, 
Frennet, Bartholmé, Michel, Deampt, and 


Marceaux. 

About two hundred valuable art objects 
have been selected, including jewelry, 
glassware and pottery, ‘and eighty pieces 
from the chalcographic collection of the 
Louvre, in. addition to two hundred and 
thirty modern engravings by Flameng, 
Renouard, Patricot, Lepére, Mauron, and 
others,

GERMAN COLONIAL COTTON. . 
Texas Man for Government Inspector of 
East Africa Plantations.

BERLIN, Nov. 23.—J. B. G. Becker of 
Hockley, Texas, has been appointed Gov 
ernment Inspector of Cotton on the plan 
tions of German East Africa. His head 
quarters will be at Dar-es-Salaam, 

The official announcement of his appoint- 
ment was accompanied by the statement 
that Mr. Becker formerly held ‘‘ the honor- 
able office of County Commissioner.” 

The German East Africa cotton erop 
last season, produced under the direction of 
some of Booker T. Washington’s pupils, 
totaled 150 bales. Fresh sowings this year 
will, it is expected, triple this crop. 

The German Chambers of Commerce are 
energetically supporting the development 
ot cotton growing, but it is recognized that 
the growing of cotton in the German. colo- 
pies must remain inconsiderable until rail- 
roads inte the interior are built. ~ 
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Great Britain, France, and itis are 
all making great efforts to enedurage th> 
cultivation of cotton in their African colo- 
nies. In German Africa cotton plantations 
have been established in Togeland, Kame- 
run, German Southwest Africa; and Ger- 
man East Africa 

in Togoland the development of cotton 
culture has been most successful, so much 
so that the second year’s crop—that of 
1902—was as large again as that of the 
first year, 50,000 pounds of eotton having 
been exported. 

German cotton mills have, after thorough 
trial, declared Togoland cotton to be of ex- 
cellent quality, and are indorsing the ef- 
forts of the German colonial cotton grow- 
ers, hoping thereby to become independent 
of American cotton. It is claimed that 
America is unable to cover the world’s de- 
mand for cotton, thereby causing cotton 
to become, not a staple article of com-- 
merce, but one of speculation, 

The 1902 crop of Togoland cotton realized 
a profit of nearly $30 for each 500 pounds.

John Mitchell, President of the United 
Mine Workers of America, was the guest 
of the Universalist Club at its one hun- 
dred and forty-fifth meeting, held at the St.

There is not even a 
necessary antagonism between. the laborer | 
and the capitalist. Both are men, with the 
Virtues and vices of men, and each wishes 
at times more than his fair share. The re- 
lations existing between these two factors 
are those of organized bodies and not oat 
separate and independent individuals. 

“The organization of workingmen and of 
employers is not an isolated fact. Employ- 
ers learned a lesson from their workmen, 
and groups or associations of manufact- 


urers and other employers became a fixed 
institution. Employers pursued tactics 
which had been a feature of trades union 
policy. 

“Instead of the system of picketing and 
boycotting adopted by workingmen, the 


associations of employers occasionally re- 
sorted to the blacklist, sending 
broadcast for the purpose of preventing | 
the employment of striking or locked-out i 
workmen, and while employers now fre- 
quently criticise union men for applying 
opprobricus epithets to non-unionists who, 
during a strike, have entéred the field and 
taken away theig means of livelihood, the 
jealousy and hatred aroused among em- 
ployers when a concern turns traitor, re- 
solves itself into curses as loud and as deep. 

““Workingmen insist upon the right of 
contracting through theiy unions, and they 
recognize the right of the employers to 
contract through their associations. 

“The proper relation of labor and capital

may, be summarized in one phrase, the 
trade agreement. It is not too much to 


say that the hope of future peace in the 
industrial world lies in the trade agree- 
ment. There is nothing so promising to 
the establishment of friendly relations be- 
tween labor and capital the growing

is like a congress iegislating for a nation, 
or rather, like a coming together of the 
representatiyes of two great nations, upon 
the basis ‘of mutual Tespect and mutual 
toleration, for the formulation of a treaty 
of peace for the government of industry 
and the prosperity and welfare of the con- 
tracting parties. 

“Those who deny to workingmen capac- 





ity for self-government should study the 
making of agreements as worked out in 
Great Britain and the United States.

seriousy detrimental to employers The 
workingmen must recognize the difference 
between what is desirable and what is at- 
tainable, and must exercise an unusual de- 
gree of self-restraint. 
“The trade agreement 
workingman‘’ what various beneficent < 
co-operative schemes in the past have 
failed to do. Cv-operative schemes sug- 
gest21 by the philanthropy or justice of 
employers are. in a sense, au acknowledg- 
met of the claim that workingmen should | 
have a say in the conduct of business.

It usually happens when joint conven- 
tions to formulate agreements are held that 
during the first few days, the radical 
speakers on both sides make extravagant 
claims or give utterance to more or less 


violent speeches, so that the two interests 
appear absolutely irreconsilable. As the 
convention progresses, however, the con- 
servative men on both sides gradually ap- 
proach a common understanding, and dif- 
ferences of opinion have been minimized, 
and a general agreement is almost invari- 
ably reached. 


“The recognition of the rights of or- 
ganized labor by the making of trade 
agreements will, with the coming years, 
become more and more general in the 
United States. The American employer is 
too broad-minded not to realize the ad- 
vantage of such a method of securing 
stable conditions and of insurirg a spirit 


of friendly co-operation among his men.”

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“TOD” SLOAN SEEKS REDRESS. 


American Rider Sues the French Jockey 
Club for, $40,000. 


PARIS, Nov. 23.-The suit of ‘‘ Tod” 
Sloan, the American, jockey, against the 
French Jockey Club came up in the Civil 
Court to-day. Sloan claims $40,000 dam- 
ages for being warned off the turf in con- 
nection with Count de Saint-Phalle’s Rose 
de Mai winning the race for the Prix de 
Diane at the Chantilly races, May 17, 1903. 
The case is attracting much attention, as 
it involves the Jockey Club's sole control 
of the turf administration. Maftre Labori 
began the presentation of Sloan's case, by 
protesting against the decision. The main 


point of M. Labori’s argument was. that 
Sloan in this case was neither the trainer 
nor the jockey, but merely employed *9 
gallop herses, and not subject to the juris- 
diction of the club, 

Maitre Mennesson, for the defense, main- 
tained that the Jockey Club’s action was 
legitimate, and the case was adjourned for 
a week, 

On May 30 the French Jockey Club issued 
a forma: notification to the effect that 
“Tod’’ Sloan had ‘been excluded from 
further entrance to the weighing inclosures 
or training grounds of the race courses 
under the jurisdiction of the Jockey Club 
for having exercised the horse Rose, de 
Mai at Chantilly about two weeks previous- 
ly without having received permission from 


the proper turf authorities. It was pub- 
licly stated at the time that Sloan’s ex- 
clusion was the outcome of his ‘ spread- 
ing turf rumors” rather than for his 
breach of the rules in galloping Rose de 
Mai, as Brethes, the filly’s trainer, escaped 
with a fine of $400, 

The action of the Stewards of the French 
Jockey Club followed numerous incidents 
connected with Rose de Mai’s victory in 
the race for the Prix de Diane, one of the 
classic events of the French turf, being 
equivalent to the English Oaks and worth 
$10,000. Rose de Mai was second favorite 
at 4 to 1, but reports on the morning of 
the race that she coughed and that it was 
probable she would not start sent the 
price to 12.to 1. Later it developed that 
Rose de Mai was heavily backed at long 
odds. and she won in fine style, where- 
upon M. Marghiloman, a well-known horse 
owner, veiced the. public feeling,. with the 
result that M. Charron, who superintended 
the filly’s training, challenged him to 
fight a duel, but the seconds, after con- 
sultation, May 20 announced that there 
Was ne cause for a duel. This announce- 
ment was simultaneous with the notice of 
Sloan’s exclusion from the French turf,

Delicate Question Involving Amer- 
ican Clubs and Kaiser’s Trophy. 








Emperor William and Lord Lonsdale 
Confer as to Which Organization 
Is‘ to Present the Prize. 





BERLIN, Noy. 23.—Lord Lonsdale, whe, 
on ‘the occasion of his present visit to 
Emperor William is acting as ‘‘ Ambassa- 
dor of the American yacht clubs,” spent 
five hours with his Majesty to-day.” The 
delicate relations between the Atlantic 
Yacht Club and the New York Yacht Club 
were discussed, and a way satisfactory to 
all interests out of the difficulty in select- 
ing the club which will present the Em- 
peror’s Cup for a trans-Atlantic yacht race 
will probably be found. In the meantime 
no decisions have been taken. 

The Emperor, Baron von Sternburg, Ger- 
man Ambassador to the United States, and 
Lord Lonsdale to-day walked for an hour 
in the park of the new palace at Potsdam. 

His 
Majesty was in uniform, but the others 
were in correct ‘ Piccadilly’ costumes, 
which were considerably damaged by 
luncheon time. The Emperor invited both 
of them to luncheon. 

Baron von Sternburg sails for New York 
on the North German Lloyd steamer 
Kaiser Wilhelm II., which leaves Bremen 
Dec. 1, 





At first it was said Emperor William 
intended to give the Trans-Atlantic Cup 
for a race between schooners through the 
New York Yacht Club, without reference 
to any other American organization, but 
the fact that Sir Thomas Lipton had pre- 
viously offered a cup for a similar race 
through the Atlantic Yacht Club caused the 
purpose of the Emperor to be kept secret 
until Sir Thomas could be communicated 
with. When the latter was advised of the 
situation he withdrew his Atlantic Cu 
offer, after a cabled correspondence with 
Emperor William, and it. was decided to 
have the iwo yacht clubs manage the race.

HORSES SOLD AT AUCTION 


Crowd at Dispersal Offering of Dr. 
Wentz’s Show Stable. 











Lord Brilliant, Harness Champion and 
Winner of Blue Ribbons, Was the 
Star of the Sale. 





The stable of famous show horses owned 
by Dr. J. L. Wentz of Scranton, Penn., 
was sold at public auction last night at 
the W. D. Grand offering in the American 
Horse Exchange. A crowd that completely 
filled the big salesroom gathered to wit- 
ness the dispersal of the Wentz establish- 
ment, which for the past four or five years 
has been one of the most prominent in the 
country. 

On the authority of Dr. Wentz it had 
been anounced last Saturday night at tie 
Tlorse Show, in Madison Square Garden. 
that he had sold his entire stable at pri- 
vate sale to J.. Campbell Thompson. tor 
$125,000, but in the face of that announce- 
ment the ayction, offering went on last 
night, and the horses were sold through 
the catalogue, though they then brought 
a total far below the prices alleged on Sat- 
urday. 

Of the horses sold, by far the best known 
was Lord Brilliant, who for years has 
Leen a champion in harness clasges' and 
who in his career in the show ring has 
won 405 blue ribbons or first prizes and 
who has been pronounced victor in ninety 
championship competitions, his latest tri- 
umph having been recorded only last Sat- 
urday night in Madison Square Garden. 
Lord Brilliant now is fifteen years old, 
but he entered the sales ring last night 
stepping as high and moving as gallantly 
2s in the best of his younger days, his ap- 
pearance being greeted with hearty ap- 
plause from the spectators. There was 
much speculation as to the price that Lord 
Brilliant would bring, and, in spite of the 
chbampicn’s age, there was surprise when 
the auctioneer was compelled to dwell at 
$500, the first bid made for Lord Brilliant.

OLD GLORY HORSE SALE BEGUN. 


Offering in Madison Square Garden 
Drew a Big Attendance of Harness 
Racing Turfmen. 


The ‘‘ Old Glory ”’ horse auction, the most 
important of the season’s offerings of trot- 
ting bred stock, was opened yesterday 
morning in Madison Square Garden, to con- 
tinue for ten days, the final dispersal sale 
of the stallions, mares, and young horses 
from the’ famous Palo Alto Farm being 
the introductory feature. Horsemen and 
patrons of the light harness turf from all 
parts of the United States and Canada, 
and representatives of a large number of 
European buyers were in attendance. 
Though the bidding was rather light 
throughout the first day, the number of 
buyers in the city and the high quality of 
the horses catalogued give every promise 
that the sale will be one of the most suc- 
cessful of the year, 

The horsemen took a sentimental interest 
in the stock from Palo Alto, the stud es- 
tablished nearly thirty years ago by the 
late Senator Leland Stanford in California, 
and the farm that for many years held 
first place in the racing world as the birth- 
place of extreme trotting speed, but not 
even the blood lines of the horses and their 
near relationship to famous winners could 
induce high bidding so early in the sale, 

The offering from the Stanford farm 
was completed with $1,700 as the top price, 
that sum being paid by John H, Dickerson 
of New York for Expressive, bay mare, 
eleven years, by Electioneer-Esther. The 
next best price realized by a Palo Alto 
horse was $1,050, paid by R. H. Shaugh- 
nessy of Kirkwood, Del., for Helena, bay 
mare, thirteen years, by Electioneer-Lady 
Ellen. In all fifty-one head from Palo Alto 
were sold for a total of $19,555, making an 


average of $3885.43, a figure which .was 
rather disappointing to the managers of 
the farm, as they confidently expected an 
average of better than $500. The offering 
of the stock of the,Mariposa Farm was 
begun immediately following the sale of the 
last horse from Palo Alto, the Mariposa 
horses then selling through the remainder 
of the afternoon and in the evening. 

A feature of the night offering, which 
began with a large attendance at 7:30 
o’clock, was the sale of Red Wilkes, foaled 
in. 1874, and now, at twenty-nine years, 
showing but little trace of his age. This 
old bay horse is the sire of numerous prog- 
eny, three of which have gone in 2:10, 
twenty-three in 2:15, and fifty-one in 2:20. 
He is by George Wilkes-Queen Dido, and 
is & grandson of Hambletonian, who made 
a fortune for bis owner, a farmer of Or- 
ange County named Willlam Rysdek. Aft- 
er bidding that started at $200, the old 
horse finally was sold to Powell Brothers 
of Shadeland, Penn., for $775. Their com- 
petitor ,in the bidding was A. N. Kingsley 
of Ashuelot, N. H,, who bid $800 for the 
animal one year ago. 

Eighty-one horses of the Mariposa Far 
stock, had been sold when the sale close 
last night, for a total of $23,765, or an av- 
erage of $203.40 for each animal. The total 
sum received for 132 horses sold in the 
course of the nw d was $43,320, an average 
of $828.18 per animal. The sale will be re- 
sumed at 10:30 o’clock this morning.

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23,—There was evidence 
Monday of a disturbance near the eastern end 
of Cuba, the character and. course of which 
cannot de determined. The storm that occurred 
in Minnesota Sunday night has moved eastward 
over the lake region with increasing strength, 
attended by rain in the upper Ohio Valley and 
Atlantic States north of Virginia and by rain 
or snow generally in the lake region. 

Light rains have occurred in Central and 
Northern California, Northern Nevada, and the 
northern plateau region, and fair weather has 
prevailed in all other districts. 

An area of high barometer has moved east- 
ward over the British Northwest Territory, at- 
tended by a decided fall in temperature from 
the middle Rocky Mountain regions over the 
Missouri and upper Mississippi Valley and the 
western lake region. In the Guif and middle 
and south Atlantic States the temperature has 
risen. 

During Tuesday rain or snow will be followed 
by clearing and colder weather in New York 
and New England, and snow flurries will occur 
in the lower lake region. In the middle At- 
lantic States, the Ohio valley, and the upper 
lake region the weather will be fair and colder.

JHE FINANCIAL MARKETS | 


Stocks irregularly higher. 


Call money firm, 4%4@7%, > per cent. 


There was something in yesterday's 
“market to please the tastes of all, except 
possibly those difficult people who prefer 
to feel the ground firm beneath the feet, 
rather than to find it firm and-soft in 
Spots, and unreliable whether firm or 
soft. Steel preferred and Southern Pacif- 
ic may be cited as cases of unreliable 
strength. There are excellent reasons for 
expecting Southern Pacific to sell higher 
on valué-some day, but when a non-div- 
idend payer is advanced to the head of 
the trading list, only those who are in 
the know can afford to trade in it. The 
time is past to buy anything with con- 
fidence simply because the price is high- 
er for two or three days together. Such 
markets have an uncomfortable way of 
disappearing without notice when efforts 
are made to_sell. The advance in Steel 
preferred must be interpreted by the 
course of other securities reflective of 
the iron and steel trade. The Steel Trust 
can sell its products cheaper than any 
of its rivals, but its capitalization gives 
its securities no advantage on the price 
sheet. When pig iron producers like Re- 
public, and pig iron consumers like 
Pressed Steel Car, are as weak as yes- 
terday there are indications of trade 
conditions unfavorable to advancing 
prices of their competitors. The stories 
about Republic needing to borrow are 
unnecessary to explain its fall. of about 
one-quarter of its selling price within a 
few days. Its Birmingham mill is re- 
puted the best in the South, but it is 
closed for lack of orders: with such in- 
definiteness that hundreds of its work- 
people have left the district. Under such 
conditions it would seem that “ work- 
ing capital’’ would be secured better by 
suspension of dividends than by incur- 
ring fresh fixed charges, in the Steel 
Trust manner. The rise in Nashville and 
Chattanooga is more reasonable. In the 
early nineties it was a steady dividend 
payer, and it has had a substantial sur- 
plus without dividing it for now several 
years. A declaration of a dividend is a 
matter of policy, and the strength of the 
chief owner, Louisville and Nashville, 
would seem-suggestive to those who put 
two and two together. None of the spe- 
cialties acted better than the tractions. 
The reports about them are not very spe- 
cific, but their business is at a juncture 
produced by conditions beyond any mar- 
ket manipulation, arid which at any time 
may take a highly profitable turn. The 
completion of the Williamsburg Bridge, 
with its possibilities of public conve- 
nience necessitating arrangements bene- 
ficial to the railways at each end, is not 
matter which Wall Street speculators 
can hasten or defer by their quotations, 
and as yet the price changes hardly ap- 
pear to have discounted a flood of traffic 
as certain to happen as a gush of water 
when a dam is broken. It will be seen 
that there were more and wider price 
changes than for a long time, on a rath- 
er marked absence of news or even ru- 
mcrs, and with a continuance of absten- 
tion from business by outsiders. The 
week opened with some loss of activity 
in the stock market, but the bond market 
continues to gain business. Steel 5 per 


cents are still the busiest bond, large

THE MONEY “MARKETS ~

TRINITY BUILDING 
10 BE RECONVEYED 


U. S. Realty Co. Takes the Proper- 
ty Back from the Equitable Life. 











Reason, for the Transaction Not Ex- 
plained—New Structure, It Is In- 
® sisted, Will Be Erected. 





The Trinity Building property, at 111 
Broadway, which was sold several months 
ago by the United States Realty and Con- 
struction Company to the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society, will be reconveyed by 
the latter to the realty company in the 
near future. 

In view of the silence of all the parties 
interested in this transaction, it is impos- 
sible to state the underlying reasons. It 
Was said yesterday, however, in well-in- 
formed circles, that the proposed transfer 
has no deeper significance than that the 
Equitable, delayed in the improvement of 
the property by labor troubles, has simply 
changed its mind, so to speak, and is not 
unwilling to have the valuable but now un- 
productive site taken back by its former 
Owners, It has been figured that the prop- 
erty, as it stands te-day, reckoning loss of 
interest, taxes, and other charges, must 
coast between .$150,000 and $200,000 a year 
to. carry. The Equitable, it is said, will 
reconvey the parcel at substantially the 
price for which.it was. purchased, and will 
realize no profit on the deal. 

There was a disposition in some quarters 
yesterday to associate the proposed trans- 
fer in some way with plans of the Stock- 
holders’ Committee of the. United States 
Realty Company, which were made public 
on Friday. What reason existed for the 
connection of the two events beyond pos- 
Sibly the fact that James: H. Hyde, Vice 
President of the Equitable Life, is also a 
member of the United States Realty Stock- 
holders’ Committee was not apparent to 
those who talked about the Trinity Build- 
ing developments. Nothing that is known 
as to the plans of this committee seemed 
to furnish any reason why the Equitable 
should be willing to hand back to its for- 
mer owners what is admittedly the finest 
piece of unimproved property in the down- 
town district. 

Some talk about the transaction seemed 
to be based upon the belief that it would 
involve nothing more than the cancellation 
of a contract, whéreas the Equitable has 
taken title to the property and announced 
in. some detail the facts concerning the 
purchase and projected improvement. In 
fact, for several months the old Trinity 
Building has borne an immense sign telling 
that the insurance company had bought 
the property and would erect on the site a 
modern office building—an operation which 
everybody has supposed was being put off 
only until the labor situation assumed some 
settled state. 

The United States Realty and Construc- 
tion Company has held the contract for the 
erection of the new building on the Trinity 
site. Whether this fact has any connection 
with the possible change in the property's 
ownership is rot known, but it was pointed 
oft yesterday that, in view of recent gos- 
sip about the George A. Fuller branch of 
the United States Realty Company, some 
question may have arisen as to the carry- 
ing out of this contract, ‘and that, failing to 
reach a satisfactory agreement, the Equi- 
table has seen fit to return the property. 

““We have nothing to say,"’ was the only 
reply of Messrs. Flake and Dowling of the 
United States Realty Company yesterday 
to various forms of inquiry regarding the 
present and future of the Trinity Building. 
“We have the contract to put up a new 
structure on the site,”’ added Mr. Flake, 
“and it will be puf up.” 

The United States Realty and Construc- 
tion Company acquired the Trinity Build- 


ing about a year ago for about $2,200,000. 
The price in the resale to the Equitable 
Life was never made public. The property 
has frontages of about 40 feet on Broad- 
way and 45 feet at the rear on Trinity 
Place, and has a depth of about 260 feet, 
flanked on either side by Trinity Church- 
yard and’ Thames Street. 


DE VEAU TAKES STAND. 


Accused Denies Statements of Wit- 
nesses for Prosecutign—Ready 
to Sum Up. 


Edgar E. De Veau, the private detective 
oi 870 Broadway, who was arrested on a 
charge of conspiring to assault and rob 
Samuel Lewis, a shirt manufacturer of 117 
Mercer Street, as he left his factory on 
Nov. 4, took the stand at his trial, which 
was continued before Recorder Goff, in the 
Court of General Sessions yesterday. 

He contradicted the testimony of Oliver 
Nelson, who betrayed the alleged scheme 
to District Attorney Jerome, and that of 
County Detective Mullen, who had testified 
that De Veau, to whom he had beer intro- 
duced as an ex-convict, had given him a 
piece of lead pipe incased in a length of 
rubber hose, and had promised him $15 if 
he would strike Mr. Lewis on the head 
with it as the merchant stepped out on the 
stairs after leaving his private office. 

De Veau said that he had lent Nelson 
$170 on various stories of hard luck which 
Nelson had told him, the first loan of $100 
being made ten ‘days after their first meet- 
ing through detective work, in which Nel- 
gon was also engaged. He admitted buy- 
ing the rubber hose two days before he 
was arrested, but said he did it for Nelson,

ae phial containing chloroform and another of 


Bs chloral, which were found in his room after 
Gs his arrest, and which the witnesses against 
; him said he told them he was keeping for 
another robbery after Lewis should have 
been struck down. 

He gained a point on this, as Recorder 
Goff refused to permit Dr. Joseph A. 
Deghuee, chemist for the Board of Health, 
to testify regarding their contents, saying 
the bottle might have been in other hands 
since Nelson first saw them. Ella Eagan, 
a former emplove of Mr. Lewis, denied 
having informed De Veau of his movements 
and habits of carrying valuables, as has 
been stated, although she admitted that 
she had known the prisoner very well.

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FLOATING DELEGATE 
CAPTURES SHIP'S CREW 


Seven Ablebodied Seamen Com- 
pelled to Leave Schooner. 








Vessel Boarded While Lying Off Eliza- 
bethport—Twelve Men Assisted in 
the Kidnapping—Prosecution 

Threatened. 





Twelve members of the Atlantic Coast 
Seamen's Union went to Elizabethport on 


Sunday afternoon, and there by force 
compelled seven able-bodied seamen to 
leave a schooner on which. they had 


shipped, because they were not members 
of the union. While the men were being 
taken off the Captain, Joseph Smith, was 
held against the rail by four of the board- 
ers, so that he could not move to help his 
men. 

The schooner is the W. E. and W. L. 
Tuck, a ninety-nine-ton vessel, hailing from 
Houlton, Me. She finished loading coal for 
Boston on Saturday, and was to have 
sailed Sunday afternoon. At about 2 o'clock 
Capt. Smith went ashore at Elizabethport, 
where he was to meet C. W. Crane, the 
agent of the vessel, and from whom he 
was to get the bills of lading. With him 
in the small boat were two members of his 
crew. After finishing his business, Capt. 
Smith started to return to his vessel, and 
when he neared her he was surprised to 
see the steam launch Rex tied up along- 
side, and men from her boarding his ves- 
sel, 

As soon as he got aboard he started for 
the forecastle, to which the men had gone, 
but before reaching there he was seized 
from behind by several of the men from 
the launch, and held to the rail. He asked 
for an explanation, but instead of receiving 
it was told to keep quiet. The men -with 
him were led to the forecastle and told to 
prepare to leave the vessel. Capt. Smith 
soon saw his men, each carrying his bag 
of personal goods, coming out of the fore- 
castle and being urged toward the launch 
by the other men. He called to his own men, 
asking them to stand by him. Some of 
them dropped their bundles and started to 
fight for liberty, aided by the mate, the 
steward, and the carpenter. For a time a 
lively scuffle continued on the deck of the 
vessel, during which Capt. Smith tried to 
liberate himself, but without success. 

Finally, the men from the launch, who 
were all of large size, overcame the non- 
union men, and led them to the waiting 
vessel, When the seven had been removed 
from the schooner Capt. Smith was liber- 
ated with the warning not to try any 
“funny work.’’ The twelve men also left 
the schooner and, boarding the launch, 
sailed away for New York. 

Yesterday morning Capt. Smith went be- 
fore the Shipping Commissioner at the 
Battery and complained of the action of 
the union, but was told that the Commis- 
sioner had no jurisdiction over the matter. 
He was advised, however, to go to New 
Jersey and get warrants for the men who 
had boarded the vessel and other warrants 
for assault against the men who had held 
him, 

“All of *the seven men had signed pa- 
pers with me,’ said Capt. Smith, “ and 
under no condition were they stpposed to 
leave the ship. I understand that 
they arrived in New York they were taken 
to the union office and made to sign ar- 
ticles whereby they would not again ship 
with a master not a member of the union.” 

After Capt. Smith had finished his tale 
to the Commissioner he walked up South 
Street, where he met three of the men who 
had been in his crew. All were anxious to 
return to his ship, but said that they could 
not because their bags were held by the 
union at headquarters, 37 South Street. 


Taking the men with him, the Captain went 
to the Oak Street Police Station, where he 


asked for a police escort to protect the 
men while they got their baggage. 
The escort was furnished, and the three 


sailors regained their property, which was 
in a room filled with union men, who made 


threats against them should they refuse 
to obey the dictates of the union. With the 
Captain the sailors then ‘returned to the 


schooner. 
At the union headquartermg Otto Parson, 


who said that he was a delegate of the 
union, denied that the organization had 
taken any part in the kidnapping. 

“The union is not responsible,” he said, 


‘“‘and whatever may have taken place was 
done without any authority. from it. We 
have never yet adopted such means for 
getting men into our organization, and we 
deny now that we had any part in it.’ 

How, then, does it happen that the 
bags of the kidnapped men were brought 
here for safekeeping?’ was asked. 

‘“‘ Well,”’ he answered; “‘ the men came in 
here to join the union, and they left their 
bags until they could get positions. You 
see, we allowed them to take the bags 
when.they called for them." 

John Williams, the shipping master who 
signed the men for Capt. Smith, said yes- 
terday that the union had kidnapped the 
men, and that it was done in an effort to 
ruin him. 

“That expedition which went down to 
Elizabethport on the launch was under the 
personal direction of the floating delegate 
of the union, whose name is Petersen,’’ 
said Williams. ‘It is not the first job of 
the kind that he has engineered. He went 
with a boatload of men to the schooner 
Adele Thackara, lying off the Jersey Flats, 
a few days ago, and tried to take three men 
off of her. The men fought him, however, 
and he only succeeded in scaring off one 
boy, who jumped overboard and swam 
ashore. 

“Last week he went down to Easton's 
Point and pulled off a couple of men from 
a schooner lying there. These are cases 
of which T have personal knowledge.’’ 

Cc, W. Crane, the*agent of the W. E. & 
W. L. Tuck, said that he had a clear case 
against the kidnappers, and that he would 
press it in the courts. 


SEAMEN’S UNION CONVENTION. 


Opens at the Ashland House with Forty- 
two Delegates. 


The International Seamen’s Union began 
its annual convention at the Ashland House 
yesterday, it being the first convention of 
the union ever held in this city. Forty-two 
delegates were present, representing 27,000 
organized sailors, firemen, stewards, sea 
cooks, and fishermen from the Atlantic 
and Pacific Coasts, the Great Lakes, and 
the Gulf districts. 

The convention was opened by President 
William Penje of Chicago. Treasurer An- 
derson said one of the most important 
things to be considered by the convention 
will be the thorough organization of the 
sea cooks, marine stewards} and marine 
firemen in this port. They are thoroughly 
organized, he says, on the Pacific Coast. 
A movement for a uniform scale of wages 
in all the branches will also be started. 


PENNSYLVANIA TUNNEL BIDS. 





Omission of Strike Clause in Contract 
Deprecated by Some Contractors— 
The Company’s View. 


Owing to the fact that the form of con- 
tract which is to govern the construction 
of the Pennsylvania ‘Railroad’s tunnel 
across the North and,East Rivers and un- 
der Manhattan Island contains no strike 
clause, some contractors have expressed 
the opinion that few, if any, bids are likely 
to be made for the job, They say that pro- 
vision should be made in the contract 
granting a reasonable length of time to 
contractors to finish their work without 
fine in case delays arise from‘trouble with 
their employes. 

The penalty fixed by the Pennsylvania 
Company for failure to complete the work 
within the period agreed upon amounts to 
one-fiftieth of 1 per cent. of the total 
amount to be paid the contractor for each 
day’s delay. In support of their views, 
those who have criticised the nature of the 
contract point to the experience of the com- 
pany which has been building the rapid 
transit subway, and which has suffered a 
setback of over six months in one year,

NEELY CANNOT GET-HIS $20,000 
Judge Lacombe Dismisses Motion to Va- 


cate Attachment of Bail.

Judge Lacombe, in 
Circuit Court, yesterday 
opinion dismissing the motion made by 
Charles F. W. Neely, who was convicted 
in Cuba of appropriating $45,375 of postal 
funds, while acting as Director of Finances 
in the Department of Posts during the 
military occupation of Cuba by the Unit- 
ed States, to vacate the attachment filed 
by the United States against $20,000 in cash 
depcsited by Neely as bail with the Regis- 
ter of the United States Circuit Coyrt in 
this district. 

In his opinion Judge Lacombe, however, 
states that the legal questions involved 
are too important to be finally passed upon 
on a mere motion, and suggests that the 
questions be properly raised on the trial, 
when the merits can be fully gone into, 
exceptions taken, and a review had by the 
appellate tribunals, 

The chief question raised involves an in- 
terpretation of the act of amnesty passed 
by the Cuban Congress in May, 1902, 
whereby all Americans convicted of crime 
in Cuba during the occupancy of the island 
were pardoned. In this opinion Judge La- 
combe says: 

“It is difficult to understand by what 
process of reasoning a provision as plain 
as this (amnesty act) can be so construed 
as to transfer the title to property from 
the true owner to the thief who stole it.”’
